For a moment this afternoon it may have 
looked to Mr. Sanders and Mr Power of Mon- 
tana as if they would be able before the session 
of the day had ended two tell Capt. Bassett 
where they would prefer to have the chairs 
placed in which they are to sit as the Senators 
from Montana. If they had any such notion it 
lasted for only a moment, and until the incau- 
tions suggestion of Senator Morgan, that the 
Democrats were ready to vote, was corrected by 
the statement of another Senator that there 
were several Democrats desiring to be heard 
after Mr. Evarts. 

The fact is the Democrats are aware that they 
have not yet fully acquainted the country with 
the character and circumstances of the robbery 
of the State that is being committed by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Elections. There is no busi- 
ness with which the Senate can occupy more 
profitably to the Democratic Party the rest of 
this week, and perhaps a day or two of the next 


week, than in the discussion of the way in whion 
the Republicans of Mentana deprived the Dem- 
ocrats of that State of the opportunity to elect 
Senators and then appropriated the results of 
an election in which the Republicans had been 
squarely beaten. 

The news of the Helena election, in which 
the Democrats won inacity in which the Re- 
publicans have always felt that they had a 
secure majority, has distressed the Republicans 
from Montana who are here, Some of them 
explain it by saying that the Republican can- 
didate for Mayor was a man who had been 
several times convicted of robbery or some 
equally serious offense. But that does not ex- 
plain the change, which appears to have gone 
further than the candidate for Mayor. It is 
not asserted that all the Republican candidates 
were felons, or that they were otherwise as 
pompenelly objectionable as the candidate for 

ayor. 

When the newspaper that is controlled by 
the son of the President of the Unitea States 
went to the trouble of urging the voters of 
Helena to say, by their vote Tuesday, what 
they thought of the Senatorial election, those 
voters were not ticd down by any such party 
pbligation as controls the Republican Senators 
In Washington. They must be ‘assumed to have 
taken the advice of Harrison, Jr., and exer- 
cised that freedom of conscience which a Sena- 
tor of the Republican Party cannot be assumed 
to express in defiance of the verdict of a com- 
mittee on elections. 

The speech of the day was made by Senator 
Turpie of Indiana. When the Elections Cem- 
mittee made its report, Mr. Sanders, who may 
have been misinformed, told some of his ac- 
quaintances that Mr. Turpie was not satisfied 
that the Democrats had won the election, and“ 
would make a report recommending that the 
case be sent back to Montans for another trial 
at the poils. Mr. Sanders was the only man 
who heard the news. 

The speech of Mr. Turpie was not at all un- 
certain. He denounced the action of the Ter- 
ritorial Board of Canvassers in throwing out 
the returns from Precinct 34 of Silver Bow 
County. This action, be deciarea, was a clear 
usurpation and therefore void. The three mem- 
bers of the board were so many thugs, who had 
tried to strangle the wili of the people of Mon- 
tana. Mr. Turpie could tind no language too 
strong in whieh to express his opinion of the 
Canvassing Board and the course it pursued. 

Mr. Turpie handled Mr. Power, one of the 
Senators chosen bythe Elections Committee, 
without gloves. H@ knew nothing of Thomas 
Cc. Power, he said, except what the records 
showed. Mr. Power wasa man of wealth, an 
old and prominent resident of Montana. He 
had been an unsuccessful candidate for a high 
office. The records showed that he had senta 
messenger to William A. Pennycook, one of the 
[udges of election at Precinct No, 34, asking 

im to go to Helena to see about that precinct. 
They showed that Pewer told’ Pennycook he 
wanted Precinct No. 34 thrown out. He did 
not care what means were used to throw it out. 
He was willing to pay Pennycook for his time 
and expenses, and all expense that might be 
nevessary to get rid of that precinot. 

He was willing to pay for all that it would 
cost Pennycook—the falsification of his official 
oath, the betrayal of his trust, the denial of his 
sworn returns, the disfranchisement of all his 
neighbors and friends who had voted there, the 
branding with lasting disgrace that no gold 
could gild and no shameiess indifference could 
hide or cover.

He may be a 
political and social leper, loathsome, with a 
Btench, with an odor worse than he who was 
peven times dipped in Jordan to be cleansed, but 
he was no spenathrift. He was a victim of the

When the steamship Oregon went down near 
Fire Island several years ago, her masts were 
left standing out of water and were a serious 


menace to ocean travel. The Lighthouse Board, 
at the earnest uest of the shipping men of 
New-York, placed a light on the masts to warn 
approaching vessels of the danger. Some time 
afterward the masts were cut and the lights 
were, of course, removed, but the experience 
of the officers of ocean vessels had shown them 
that a permanent ge at that point wouid be 
ot A aad value toall vessels coming into New- 
All the Captains of steamships plying to New- 
York joined in a petition te Congress to au- 
thorize the placing of a lightship at the place 
where the Oregon had gone down. A bill for that 
purpose was introduced in the House and re- 
terred to the Commerée Committee. That body 
asked the opinion of the Lighthouse Board on 
the subject, and the board replied that it saw 
no necessity for such a lightship. The Cem- 
merce Committee investigated the matter, 
recommended the passage of the bill, and both 
houses of Congress put the measure through 
without @ dissenting vote. It provided that 
the Henne shoulda cost not over $60,000. 

The shipping men were delighted, but they 
got no lightship. After waiting a long time 
whey made inquiries and learned that no éati- 
mate for the expense of building the lightship 
had been submitted to Congress by the Treasury 
Department, without wbich no appropriation 
for the vessel could be made. Then the ship- 
ping mep appealed to the Treasury authorities, 
and were told that the Lighthouse Board was 
still of the opinion that no lightship was peces- 
gary. Earnest protests against this tailuré to 

arry out the expressed wish of Congress were 
filed with Secretary Windom, who referred the 
matter to Assistant Secretary Batchelier. The 
latter decided to-day that the Lighthouse 
Board’s decision should be followed. The ship- 
ping men will therefore be informed that a spe- 
clal law of Congress is not sutlicient to give 
them a lightship if the Lighthouse Board con- 
cludes that 1¢ will pay no attention to the law. 


Messrs. P. W. Ward of Cleveland, President 
of the National Ticket Brokers’ Associgtion; 
Gustav G. Lansing of New-York, Chairman of 


the Executive Committee; H. C. Meader of Cin- 
cinnati, George M. MoKenzie and L. Salomon 
of Ohicago, V. ©. Ward of Columbus, and L 
Frank of New-York talked te the House Com- 
mittee on Commerce to-day about Representa- 
tive Baker’s bill to amend the Inter-State Com- 
merce act, 

Mr. Baker’s measure proposes very radical 
changes in the present law, so that no common 
carrier ean, directly or indirectly, pay to any 
other common carrier any Commission or com- 
ensation for the suie of passenger tickets or 
or procuring or influencing passenger trans- 
portation. It also provides a tine of $5,000 and 
one year’s imprisonment for any person who 
sells or offers to sell, barter, or transfer for any 
consideration whatsoever the ticket of any com- 
mon carrier whose authority he does not hold 
for that purpose. ® 

The ticket brokers complain that to enact 
such a jaw would not merely hurt their busi- 
ness, but would absolutely close up every one 
of their offices and force them to tind other 
vocations. They presented a longand earnest 
argument against the Baker bill, pointing out 
its defects, but awelling particularly upon its 
effects upon their business. They told the com- 
mittee that this was the twentieth time power- 
ful corporations had sought to impale their 
business upon the stake of judicial enaotmentis, 
nineteen State Legislatures having previously 
decided that it was not the sort of legislation 
wanted by the people. The Commerce Commic- 
tee will hear other persons interested in the 
Baker bill at a later date. 


The House Committee on Agriculture to-day 
reopened the hearing on the Conger Lard Com- 
pound bill. Messrs. A. Graves, representing 


the Georgia Agricultural Association, and J. 
Pennoyer Jones, reptesenting the Colered Cot- 
ton Farmers and Planters of Arkansas, both 
colored men, made arguments against its pas- 
sage. Mr. Graves said that the passage of this 
bill would be the entering of the wedge which, 
wher driven home, would separate the colored 
people from the Republican Party. Mr. Jones 
said thatir the cottonseed eil must be taxed, 
why not tax the Western hog? The system 
inaugurated by the Republican Party in tax- 
ing one American industry to protect another 
Was an innovation that would be resent- 
ed by the great mass of the ople and 
Hurl any party from power that insanely 
attempted it. So far as the emocratic 
Party was concerned, it was committed to 
freer trade. It. claimed to be in favor of lessen- 
ing taxes and reducing the tariff. If there was 
anythingin their professions, or in the princi- 
ples laid down in their late platform, then .bd 
colored people of the South contidently lookea 
to them to defeat this most pernicious measure. 
“Gentlemen of the committee,’”’ he conclud- 
ed, ‘this bill, stripped of all guise, resolves 
itself into this condition: the Western hog 
axainst the Southern negro. Which will win 7?”

THE BANK FUNDS MISSING. 








ALSO THE CASHIER AND A WOMAN WITH 
A HISTORY. 


Fosston, Minn. April 9.—Excitement over 
the condition of the Fosston National Bank cul- 
minated to-day in the announcement that 
Cashier R. G. Tweeton had absconded and car- 
ried with him a large sum of money, variously 
estimated at from $50,000 to $100,000. He 
has undoubtedly gone to the Dominion of Can- 
ads, and is accompanied by Esther Ellerton, 
once a reigning Delic at Regina, Northwest 
Territory, and more recently very conspicuous 
in the eharacter of La Belle Russe at Win- 
nipeg. 

For some months Tweeton had been cutting a 
Wide swath in local cireles, and had been very 
prominent in church work. Though he spent 
much money, and gave it freely in every direc- 
tion, his honesty was not questioned until the 
end of last week, whena singular entry at- 
tracted the attention or the bauk officers. An 
investigation foilowed, and i'weeton learning 
of it, decamped at once. The story waa kept 
quiet by the stockholders until something like ' 
the exact condition of the bank could be ascer- 
tained. But the sudden disappearance of the 
gashier and the woman gave rise to suspicious, 
and to-day the entire story was made public, 
though the bank declines tv give figures. 
It was announced that a systematic pecu- 
lation had been carried on, aud rumor places 
the amount at over $50,000, 

Tweeton had the faculty of winning confi- 
dence and was bigh in favor with the farmer 
Eetcons of the bank, who readily furnisheil bis 

ond. His sureties are quite wealthy and the 
bank will not be a loser. Tweeton and his 
inamorita were traced to Fargo, where the 
scoured tiekets for Victoria, B. C.. via Winni- 
peg, and by this time they are, it is believed, 
safe from immediate pursuit. Village gossip is 
filled with tales of Tweeton’s misconduct 
resurrected since the escapade, and the affair 


has created a profound sensation in this neigh- 
borhood.

PEREINS WILL PROBABLY 
DEMAND ‘A REOOUNT. 
THE PROOFS OF FRAUDULENT VOTING 
INDISPUTABLE—MAYOR CLEVELAND’S 
ALLEGED MAJORITY 1,937, 


Every effort is being made to secure an official 
recount of the fraudulent vote cast in Jersay 
City at Tuesday's election. As soon as the nat- 
ure and extent of the frauds were known Mr. 
Perkins’s friends began making preliminary ar- 
rangements toward this end. They have found 
inaisputable evidences of fraud in the First 
and Second Districts, and in two precincts of 
the Fifth ana Sixth Districts. The details of 
these frauds were told yesterday to the Repub- 
lican Committee. by eye witnesses, who will 
swear to the prevalence of various kinds of 
corruption in the districts named. The testi- 
mony of these men will, 1t is thought, invali- 
date Cleveland’s election and seat Mr. Perkins. 
The desirability of a recount was talked of 
everywhere in Jersey City yesterday: by the 
voters who supported Mr, Perkins, and if that 
gentleman will take the initiative step there 
will be no lack of enthu giasm in pushing the 


matter to its legitimate end. The application 
for arecount may be made toa Justice of the 
Supreme Court on Mr. Perkins’s petition, in- 
dorsed by fifteen Freeholders with two suretics 
in $500 eaoh, conditionea for the payment of 
costs in the event of the callie of the suit. 
The court can proceed with the trial of the 
case, as in an ordinary suit at law, but withous 
a jury, and can order the boxes reopened and 
the ballots recounted. 
he | pei must set forth specifically the 
grounds upon whieh the application is based, 
and the particular circumstances, even to the 
designation of the names of illegal voters or 
the methods by which illegal votes were cast 
or counted. At the end of the trial the court 
pronounces judgment as to whether the in- 
cumbent was duly elected. If the Judgment is 
against the incumbent, and if he ‘bas aiready 
received his certificate of election, the judg- 
ment annuls it, and the Sneriffis directed to 
oe the contestant in possession. Appeal may 
e€ made to the Supreme Court from this judg- 
ment for errorsin law, but not of fact, and the 
appeal stays the execution. 

Ii Mr. Perkins demands a recount on these 
grounds, his friends believe that ho will win 
the fight, and they are urging him to take 
action at once. Several taxpayers who live in 
the Sixth District volunteered yesterday to 
contribute money enough to defray all costs. 
These men represent both political parties. 
They feel that if ali the votes cast for Cleve- 
land were honestly east, he and his friends 
ehould invite rather than oppose a judicial 
inquiry. Ex-Mayor Collinsis one of the most 
earnest of the gentlemen who will assist in de- 
manding a recount. ** No honest man,” he said 
yesterday, “can object to a measure of this 
sort, for it will detect, expdse, and bring to 
light the men whose frauds have made Jersey 
me! a iaugning stock among her sister cities,” 

r. Perkins was seen green by a TIMES 
reporter and asked what he intended todo. “I 
am going away for a short rest,” he said, 
“having been greatly fatigued by the campaign. 
It is perfectly plain that gross frauds prevailed 
yesterday in certain precinota, but tl have not 
definitely deeided to ask for a recount. [ 
may do soafter I've seen one Sees who are 
investigating the extent of the frauds. Until 
Iconfer with them I cannot promise.” Later 
in the duy it wasstated that the details of the 
fraud had been told Mr. Perkins, and that he 
had tinally decided to make the application. 
Standing on the steps of the City Hall, his 
bland face wreathed in smiles, Mayor Cleveland 
received the congratulations of all his heelers 
and repeaters, to each one of whom he said, 
with the well-known tremuio: “It were less 
than human not to be moved by these fraternal 
greetings.”

“IT know nothing about that,” interrupted his 
Honor. “lt isnot shown by the returns that 
frauds were committed, theretore what is the 
use of a recount?” 

This sort of reasoning on the part of the ring 
Muyor is contradicted by the facts. The re- 
turns do show frauds, and the evidences are in- 
disputable. Among those who came forward 
yesterday to give testimony on this point was 
George F. Crome, a Democratic member of the 
election board m the Sixth Precinct of the 
First District. ‘‘There are only 28 Per- 
kins votes returned from our precinct,’ said 
he, ‘out of a total of 470 votes. Iu the last 
278 votes cast the returns show not one for 
Perkins. This is a faise return. A man named 
Hill, who voted for Perkins, detected the judge 
in the act of slipping a ballot into the box from 
bis sleeve in plage of the one that should have 
been cast, 

“ [saw the whole proceeding, and although I 
was one of the election board they met my 
protests by foreibly ejecting me from the 
room. Hill, who also protested, was taken in 
charge by apdliceman. The judge in this pre- 
cinot is named Burns. H& Bat with the box be- 
tween his knees at least a foot below the sill, so 
that it was very diffieult for the voters to see 
what became of their ballots. 1 protested to 
the judge and offered to cet him a soap box on 
which to rest the ballot box, but he only replied 
insultingly and made no eifort at putting the 
box where the law requires.” Crome’s state- 
ment was corroborated by John 8. Johnson, 
one of the Senate committees watchers. John- 
son gave additional evidence to the effect that 
he saw @& large niimber of Cleveland voters 
regigter after their votes had been polled. 

No more fruitful source of fraud can be found 
than the * Popcorn” precinct, where 80 much 
trouble occurred between Capt. Johu Grabam 
and the notorious heeler, “Tom” Trotter. ‘The 
disgusting details of fraud in this precinet were 
explained yesterday morning in Justice Stil- 
8ing’s court, where one of the repeaters whom 
Graham had arrested, named Dean, was exam- 
ined on a charge of, illegal voting. Capt. 
Grabam, the principal witness in the ease, toid 
the following story: ‘“ Dean’s first vote was 
cast from 117 Plymouth-sireet. I saw him vote 
and watched blm closely. Soon after he had 
yvyoted he came out trom Trotter’s saloon, ad- 
joining the polls. I noticed that be had attempt- 
ed a disguise and was wearing a slouch hat and 
a short coat, entirely different from the cloth- 
ing he wore when he cast his first vote. He 
was pushed toward the polls by Johu O'Brien, 
and again voted, giving his address as 150 
which is the number of 
Trotter’s saloon.” ; 

The statements made by Capt. Gratiam were 
corroborated by 8&8. . Gray, a Republitcan 
watcher.

Charles Thompson, the colored man whom 
Graham arrested for illegal voting, also con- 
tribvted some interesting testimony that re- 
vealed Trotter’s election methods. Thompson 
suid he had been hired by Trotter and a man 
numed Cook, who put him in the haadsof a 
heeler and told him to vote at every precinot. 
For each vote cast he was to receive $1. 

These are incidents that may suggest them- 
selves to Cleveland as evidences of the frauds 
to which he owes his election. Another fact of 
considerable siznificance is the delay in getting 
returns from certain votorious precincts of the 
First and Second Districts. The returns from 
the Thira Precinet of the Second District were 
not received until 7 o’clock yesterday morning. 
This is the precinct where the polling place is 
in the Sixth Engine House. As the weary com- 
mittees at headquarters awaited the arrival of 
this box yesterday tmorniig they recalied the 
fact that in this same precinct staring frauds 
were perpetrated last Fall. A bogus fire alarm 
was sounded, and, while the plunging horses 
spent the election hoard helter-skelter, the rin 
inembers of the board grabbed the box, hurrie 
it Into an upper roqu, and stuffed it full of ring 
ballots. When returns finaily came in from 
this precinct yesterday they showed 102 votes 
for Perkins and 484 tor Cleveland. 

About 7:30 o’clock the long-looked-for returns 
came in from the Fourth Previnet of the First 
District, the precinct where **Tom’” Fallon did 
the crooked work last Fall There were no Re- 
publicans on this election board, the only one 
having been ejected early in the day for having 
the temerity to make @ protest. Just what the 
board found to do during the night wili prova- 
bly never be kuown. When the returns came 
in Perkins had 79 votes and Cieveland 270. 

Nothing of areliable nature can be learned 
concerning the honest Vote polled in the First 
and Second Districts. The following, however, 
are the returns as finally reported: They show 
Mr. Cleveland’s majority to be 1,937.

A PENNSYLVANIA COAL MINE CAVING 
BADLY. 


SCRANTON, Penn., April 9.—The town of May- 
ville, a short distance from Scranton, is greatly 
excited over the caving in of the Glenwood 
Mine at that place, which began this forenoon 
and is stillin progress. The first indication of 
the disturbance was the collapse of a space. 
about sixty feet square on the main etreet, in 
the centre of the town. The residences of Ed- 
mund Edmunds and Mrs. Elizabeth Edwards 
were overturned by the crash and caught fire, 
but the flames were speedily ehecked. Then 
arose a cry that the river was about to flow into 
the mines, and, as the workmer were down in 
the depths, great excitement prevailed for a 
time. ‘he men were warned, however, and 
escaped danger. ‘The caving in was in the old 
workings of the mine, where no support had 
been left for the roof. « 

As the day advanced the cave continued to 
Increase in size and depth until this afternoon, 
when it was over @ hundred feet square and 
about fifty feet deep. Several buildings were 
swallowed up in the chasm, and all the efforts 
of a force of the company’s workmen to fill up 
the place with lumber and débris were unavail- 
ing. ihe people of Mayville have been busy 
all the afternoon moving away their furniture, 
ana they fear the entire place is dvomed to 
collapse during the night. 

The caving mine is the property of the Hills- 
dale Coal Mining Company, and the foreman 
says that the disturbance is caused by the wash- 
ing away of w vein of quicksand, about titty 
teet thick, most of which has been carried into 
the mine by a.little stream. he area under 
which tae coal has Deen taken out covers about 
twenty acres, and it is thought that most of 
this will oave in before the present commotion 
subsides.

GRANTS NEW COMMISSION 


APPOINTED TU LOOK AFTER 
RAPID TRANSIT. 
AUGUST BELMONT, JOHN HU. STARIN, 
CHARLES 8. SMITH, WILLIAM STEIN- 
WAY, AND ORLANDO B. POTTER. 


Another effort to secure additional rapid- 
transit facilfties for this city took definite 
shape yesterday. Mayor Grant appointed a 
Rapid-Transit Commission under the act of 1875. 
The five Commissioners he selected are Angust 
Beimont, Democrat; John EH, Starin, Republic- 
an; Charles Stewart Smith, Prosident of the 
Ohafoper of Commerce, Republican; William 
Steinway, Democrat, and Orlando B. Potter, 
Democrat. A notification of his appointment 
was sent to each of these gentlemen late yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The Mayor did not allow this important move 
to be made public until he left his office to start 
for Albany, where he attended the Governor's 
reception last night. 

For many months the Real Estate Exchange 
has been agitating the rapid-transit question 
with a view to increasing the real estate busi- 
ness. Rapid transit is essential to the values 
of property on the upper west side of the city 
and in the annexed district. A fewdays ago 
the Exchange appointed a committee of one 
hundred further to agitate the question, to go 
to Albany to hurry things along there, ana to 
do whatever else it could teward furthering 
the end so much desired. Yesterday’s move is 
one of the outcomes of this agitation. 

The following petition was prepared for prés- 
entation to Mayor Grant: 

In pursuance of the provisions of Chapter 606 of 
the Laws of 1875, entitied “An act to provide for 
the, construction and operation of a steam railway 
or railways in the counties of the State,” and of the 
various acts supplementary thereto and amenda- 
tory thereof, we, the undersigned, do hereby make 
the following application: 

That we are residents, householders, and tax- 
payers of and in the city and cotnty of New York, 
and do severaily further allege that there is need in 
said city and county of a steam railway or railways, 
wholly within the limits of said city, for the trans- 
portation of passengers, wails, or treight between 
the northerly and sbutherly portions of the same; 
that the present facilities in this city for rapid 
transit between the different portions thereof sro 
altogether inadequate to meet the demands of the 
people ot said city for speedy transportation be- 
tweon the above-mentioned limits, the capacity of 
such roads as now exist for the purpose being ut- 
terly inadequate to satisfy such requirements. 

We therefore respectfully wake application to 
you and request that you will appoint tive Commis- 
sioners, who shall be residents of the said city and 
county, to determine upon the necessity of sach 
steam railway or railways, and if they find such 
railway or railways necessary in ssid city, to do, 
perform, and execute the other powers, duties, and 
authority thereupon required to be performed by 
them by law.

The petition was verified befure Judge Bar- 
rett yesterday, and during the afternoon it was 
presented to the Mayor by William C. Orr, 
Chairman of the Committee on Legislation of 
the Real Estate Exchange. “Iam directed,’ 
said he, “to present to you this petition, signed 


by over fifty residents, householders and tax 
payers of this city, With the request that you 
appoint Commissioners for the construction 
and operation of a steam railway or railways 
in this city. The names of the petitioners speak 
for themselves. The Legislature is in its clos- 
ing hours, and, fearing thatino legislation will 
be enacted which will give the relief which has 
been so long desired by the people, the peti- 
tioners respectfully ask that at your earliest 
convenience you appoint such Commissioners.”’ 

George S$ Lespinasse, another prominent 
member of the Real Estate Exchange, said: 
“The demands of rapid transit are paramount 
to all other matters which now concern the 
public. The taxpayers are prevented from 
making a proper use of their lands in conse- 
quence of not having proper facilities for reach- 
ing them.”’ 

John D, Crimmins, the contractor, also had a 
speech to make. He said: “The bill presented 
by your Honor tothe Legislature of 1889 was 
generally satisfactory to the real estate inter- 
est. Wehad hoped that the Legislature in its 
wisdom would cause the snactment of that law. 
The late discussions before the Legislature 
have been very @iscouraging. The faellities 
and the attractive service furnished to the peo- 
ple who reside on Long Island and in New-Jer- 
sey have been an inducement to many people 
who reside in this city and oegupy our prop- 
erty to take up their residences elsewhere. Tho 
real estate owners have shown sufficient inter- 
est to anticipate the growth of the eity and 
furnish attractive dwellings and well-appointed 
apartments for all that may apply, but rapid- 
transit facilities have not increased, and the 
section of our city including the aistrict north 
of the Harlem River, which has an area equal 
to that below the Hariem River, which in the 
near future is expected to accommodate a great 
proportion of our resident population, where 
homes could be provided for the toilers at much 
less cost, with more space and relier from over- 
crowding, have suffered in cousequence. As it 
is, we have determined to ask you to exercise 
your power under the act under which we ap- 
ply and at the earliest opportunity to appoint 
Commissioners Whose names will be a sufficient 
guarantee that the question will be taken up 
with a single purpose.” 

‘“* The presentation of this petition 1s exceed- 
ingly gratifying to me,” said the Mayor. °*‘ It 
gives me the authority to deal with the subject 
of rapid transit so faras it can be dealt with 
under existing law. I shall not hesitate to eom- 
ply with the prayer of the petition, and I hope 
before the close of this day to name five Com- 
missioners whose characters will be aguarantee 
that, if the problem be capable of intelligent 
solution, it will be solved speedily and with the 

j romoting the public welfare.” 

This concluded the presentation of the appli- 
cation and the Mayor dictated an order appoint- 
ing the commission. It recited the facts set 
forth in the petition and closed as follows: 

Now therefore I, the said Haugh J. Grant, Mayor 
of the city of New-York, within thirty days after 
the presentation to me of the said application, do 
hereby appoint August Belmont, Charles Stewart 
Smith, John H. Starin, William Steinway, and Or. 
lando B. Potter, each of whom is a resident of the 
city and county of New-York, as Commissioners, 
with full power and authority to do and provide all 
that they are directed to do and provide under the 
provisions of the said uct, Chapter 606 of the Laws 
of 1875, and the various acts amendatory thereof. 

In witness wherevl, I have hereunto set my 
hand in thia the city of New-York, on the 9th day 
of April, in the year of our Lord 1890,

In a dictated interviow regarding the ap- 
pointment of the Rapid-Transit Commissioners 
Mayor Grant expressed his views as follows: 

“In obedience to the request of the property 
owners who have Joined in @ petition for the ap- 
pointment of Rapid-Transit Commissioners under 
uhe act of 1875, I have designated August Beimont, 
William Steinway, Charles StewartSmith, John H. 
Starin, and Urlaudo Bb. Potter as Commissioners. 
These gentiomen have been selected without any 
personal conference with me whatever. 1 have 
named these Commissioners as leading representa- 
tives of the property interests and of the nuaucial, 
industrial. and commercial enterprise of the city. 

“he Mayor relies upon the public spirit of the 
gentlemen whom he lias rxmed to serve upon the 
commission, aud he feels assu-ed that their labors 
will be rewarded by the grateful appreviation of 
their fellow-citizens.” 

What previous understanding there was to 
bring about se expeditious a reply to the peti- 
tion Was amatter of much speculation about 
the City Hall ‘ 

Chapter 606 of the Laws of 1875, being “An 
act further to provide for the construction and 








operation of a steam railway or railways in 


counties of the State,” provides that upon the 
application of titty householders and taxpayers 
of any county the “Mayor shall appoint five 
Cowmissioners. They shall take an oath to 
faithfully perform their dutiesgshall give bonds 
in the penal sum of $25,090, and shall de- 
termine upon the necessity of such steam rail- 
way or railways, ani shall determine when the 
railway is to be built, what the rate of fare 
shall be, &ce. They shall also fix the amount of 
the capital stock of the company to be formed 
for the purpose of constructing, Maintaining, ana 
operating such railway, shall prepare articles 
of association for such company and cause the 
subscription books to be opened, and shall call 
the meeting for organization after the whole 
capital stock of such company—or an amount 
of such capital stoek proportioned to the part 
of such railway or railways directed by tne 
Commisaionera to be first constructed—shall 
have beer subscribed by not less than twenty- 
five persons and the fixed percentage of such 
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| subseriptiens shall have been paid in cash. The 





report of the Commissioners is subject to the 
confirmation of the Supreme Court. . 

Charies Stewart Smith, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, first heard of his ap- 
pointment from a TIMES reporter last night. 

“The Mayor,” said Mr. Sinith, “certainly has 
not asked me to become a member of this com- 
mission, andI do not remember ever having 
had a conversation with him concerning any 
scheme of rapid transit. As a matterof fact, 
Ihave thought of none myself, being*in the 
same position asare lots of other citizens of this 
city—discontented with the present system and 
believing it to he entirely inadequate to the de- 
mands made upon it by the public. 

* Shall you accept the Commissionership ?” 

“That I am at present unprepared to say.” 

Mr. Charies H. Ludington of 276 Madison- 
avenue, whose name heads the list of the sign- 
ers of the petition, said that the matter had 
been started some little time azo by Mr. George 
8. Lespinasse, ‘‘I met Mr. Lespinasse a few 
days ago,” Mr. Ludington went on, “and I 
asked him how the new rapid-transit scheme 
was getting along. He replied as if he had 
been very much encouraged. I was not aware 
that the Mayor had appointed the commission, 
but the men he has named are excellent. They 
are admirable men.” 

‘In whose interest is the commission ap- 
pointed ?” was asked. 

“In no person’s,” was the reply. “I believe 
the signers of the petition were, like myself, 
actuated by a desire to have an improvement 
on the preseat system ofrapid transit in this 
city, ana they have ehosen this means to bring 
it before the public in an official way.” 

‘Are you in favor of any existing method of 
rapid transit?” y 

‘Tam certainly not,” answered Mr. Luding- 
ton. ‘“‘Ithink the present system absolutely 
unequal to the demands made uponit, I donot 
hesitate to say that we have no such wee as 
rapid transit, properly speaking. There is & 
very large and growing popuiation on the west 
side of town which must have some better 
means of reaching the lower part of the city 
than exists at present. I should favor a line of 
rapid transit along the Boulevard because that 
seems to be the central thoroughfare of the 
western district of the city.” 

“You are aware that itis proposed to extend 
the Manhattan system along the Boulevard?” 

“Yes, but I should not bein favor of that, as 
it would not offer any solution to the difficulties 
which now surround the problem of getting 
people who are up town, down town. Any line 
bythe present system along the Boulevard 
would necessarily connect with the main roads 
at Fifty-nintn-street and the annoyance would 
be greater thanever. I think that the proper- 
ty owners on the west side, of whom I am one, 
would favora rapid-transit through line ex- 
tending along the Boulevard and reaching the 
lower part of the city by any practicable route.” 

‘**Are you in favorof any of the schemes of 
pera — which have been proposed re- 
cen as 

“Tam not an enginesr andI am not qualified 
tospeak of them. Personally [ would be in 
favor of any rapid transit which wonid be such 
whether it should be onthe surface or along an 
elevated structure. I am certain that the west 
side property owners are very desirous of se- 
curing some relief from the difficulties of trans- 
portation they are now laboring under.” 

Russell Sage was asked if the appointment of 
the new commission oo been known of by him, 
or whether the Manhattan system’s owners 
were in accord with the new enterprise or op- 
posed toit. Mr. Sage replied: ‘‘What you tell 
ine of the Mayor’s action is entire news to me. 
Ihave never heard the matter talked of, nor 
had I any knowledgé that the appointment of a 
commission by the Mayor had been dreamed of. 
Certainly the Manhattan Company is not inter- 
ested in it.” 

William Steinway said that the only thing that 
might operate in any way to prevent his accept- 
ing the appointment was the fact that he will 
be absent in Europe on_business for three 
months this Summer. He was not certain, 
however, that that would prevent his accept- 
ance, 

August Belmont said last night that he had 
had no official information as yet of his appoint- 
ment.

THE MAYOR IN ALBANY. 





HIS ACTION DISCUSSED AT THE GOV- 
ERNOR’S RECEPTION, 


ALBANY, April 9.—The reception that Gov. 
Hill gave to the members of the Legislature to- 
night was politically the most significant that 
Albany has seen in many years. It was re- 
garded as the formal opening of the campaign 
of 1891. Gov. Hill’s candidate for Governor, 
Congressman R, P. Flower, was on hand; his 
candidate for Mayor of New-York, Gen. Daniel 
Sickles, was here. Edward Murphy, Jr., of 
Troy, Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, left a sick bed to come here at the 


urgent request of Mayor Grant of New-York, 
who, with Police Commissioner Martin, arrived 
at the Executive Mansion at10:15 o'clock, hav- 
ing left New-York on the 6 o’elock train. 

The moment Mayor Grant arrived he was 
surrounded by politicians and statesmen, irre- 
spective of party, who all wanted to know the 
Teal motive of his naming the new Rapid-Tran- 
sit Commission. The Mayor was good-natured 
and affable. “The appointment of the new 
commission,” he said, “ ias been under advise- 
ment for some time. It was decided upon about 
2:30 o’clock this afternool: upon the presenta- 
tion of a petition signed by fifty property own- 
ers, headed by Mr. Orr, Chairman of the Real 
Estate Exchange, John D, Crimmins, and others, 
Tbe commission is one that will safely bear all 
criticism.” 

‘* What effect will this have upon the Fassett 
Rapid-Transit bill?” 

“ That is tor tne Legislature tusay. The com- 
mission will have to be given enlarged powers, 
and it remains for the Legislature to determine 
the problem.” 

Senator Fassett, who was also at the recop- 
tion, was asked what he weuld do with his pill. 
“The Mayor’s action will not interfere with 
our plans,” he said. ‘The Mayor can appoint 
titty Commissioners. Mayor Chapin has tive 
Rapid-Transit Commissioners at work now. If 
the Mayor could have accomplished anything 
under the old law, why has he waited until this 
late day? His action is nothitg more or leas 
than politics. He Knows, and the people of 
Now-York know, that rapid transis is not feasi- 
ble under the law of 1875. The new commission 
canpot tunnel or build an underground road or 
cut through blocks.” 

“Then the appointment of the new eommis- 
fae Bay not make any difference in your pol- 
icy 

‘*T don’t see why it should.” 

Eeuater Cantor expressed his sentiments very 
bluntly. “I shall move to-morrow,” he said, 
“to insert this new commission into the Rapid- 
Transit bill. The people have been demanding 
that the Mayor should nominate his comwmis- 
sion. He hasdone so. The only thing left for 
Mr. Fassett to do is to take these names, in- 
graft them into a bill acceptable to the Gov- 
ernor and the local authoritiesa—that is, if they 
are really sineere iu their protestations—and 
we will have rapid transit.” 

» “But,” put in a Republican Senator, “ you 
forget that the Governor is eommitted not to 
sign a bill that names a commission.” 

“You way putit down for a certainty,” de- 
clared Hamilton Fish, Jr., and Fred Gibbs, the 
leaders of the anti-Piatt cabal in the Assembly, 
‘that no bill will pass the Assembly uniess the 
Mayor's commission is named in it. The 
Fuss6tt bill in its present shape will never get 
through our House.” 

“The Mayor has played a tramp card,” was 
the way Hamiltonm-Fish put it. But, aside from 
all these questions of opinions, there are two

After the bulk of the guests had left the Gov- 
ernor’s mansion, Gov. Hill, Mayor Grant, ex- 
Mayor Murphy, and Congressman Fiower re- 
mained to discuss the situation and outiine the 
Democratic policy for to-morrow, when the 
Fassett Rapid-Transit bill will come up in the 
benate as aspecial order. It was noticed that 
Seuator Fassett left the Executive Chamber 
within ten minutes after Mayor Grant's arrival. 
Senator Erwin, who, up to the decline in Ten- 
nessee Coal and Tron afew months ago, was 
one of Mr. Platt’s blindest and most devoted 
followers, notified the Tammany men to-night 
that he was prepared to vote for any Rapid- 
Transit bill the local authorities in New-York 
wanted. ‘‘And | want it understood,” he ob- 
served, “that I will vote aguinst any bill that 
the local authorities do not want.”

PRION TWO OENTS. 
A CYCLONE’S DEADLY PATH 


AND THK HAVOO WHIOH. IT 
OREBATED IN 1TS COURSE. 
A TOWN HALL, A CHURCH, AND FARM 
WRECKED—CROPS DESTROYED AND 

BRIDGES GONE. 


AKRON, Ohio, April 9.—The worst cyclone in 
the history of this section struck Sharon Town- 
ship, Medina County, last night, mowed 4 
swath twenty rods wide, six miles long directly 
toward Akron, but arose above the surface far 
enough to pass harmless over this city. Six 
miles east of Akron it again struck the earth 
in Sweitzer farm and thence combined its 
course southeast for several miles with un- 
abated fury. 

In Sharon Township the farm buildings, 
crops, and stock of following farmers were 
destroyed within ten minutes: Uriah Woerstler, 
Richard Brown, Isaac Brown, Frank Lacroix, 
George W. Crane, Abraham Lytle, Henry 
Chandler, Chris F. Wall, Rease Wall, Matthew 
Bramley, Frank Bramley, Hughes Franks, and 
Henry Wall. 

Immediately after the cyclone had passed 
searching parties were organized. The dead 
body of Hughes Franks, a prosperous farmer, 
was found forty rods from the site where the 
house had stood. Mrs. Franks lay twenty 
rods further on. Her side bad deen 
crushed in, the ribs being broken and 
the shoulder crushed. She cannot live. 
Matthew Bramley was caught by falling tim 
bers and hurt so seriously that he willbdie, 
Frank Bramley’s house was blown from ita 
foundation. Bramley was pinned in the wreek, 
which took fire from acook stove. The hired 
man rescued Bramley. Richard Brown was 


blown a quarter of a mile and left against a 
stump, where he was found unconscious and 
badly but not fatally burt. 

After passing over Akron the cyclone struck 
the farms of Sweitzer, Robinson, Herwick, 
Brown, Wise, Heimbaugh, Myers, and Callahan, 
in Springtield Township, destroying buildings, 
stock, crops, forests, orchards, and fences. 
Alfred Herwick is the only person severely 
hurt, and be wiil recover. 

The loss capnot be estimated now, but is 
heavy. The cycione lasted *but thirty minutes, 
moved in an elliptical course toward the east- 
southeast. The cyclone missed Akron 60 com- 
pletely that nothing was known of it ttll this 
afternoon, when farmers from the country east 
and west brought the news to town. 

PITTsBURG, Penn., April 9.—Western Pennsyl- 
vania was visited by an unusual rain, wind, and 
electric storm this morning. Great damage 
was done and at least two lives were lost. In 
this city a number of houses were struck by 
lightning and several persous stunned, but not 
seriously injured. 

At West Elizabeth two children of George 
Beattie, a boy and girl, aged seven yeara, were 
drowned on their way to school while crossing 
a foot log over Lobbs Run. The little giri lost 





his life also. 

At Indiana, Penn., a bolt of lightning struch 
the three-story frame flouring mill of Wegley & 
Wilson, and in haif an hour the building was 
burned to the ground. The loss was $15,000. 

In Cambria County the rainstorm was par- 
ticularly severe. The Conemaugh River and 
Stony Creek are again on a “ high,” and the 
lower portions of Johnstown are under water. 
Several bridges have been Washed away and 
Operations suspended at the milis situated 
along the banks of these streams, 


ROANOKE, Va., April 9.—The heaviest wind 
and rain storm that ever passed over this sec 


tion visited this city this afternoon at 2 o’clock. 
Cast house No. 2 at the Crozier [roo Furnace 
was blown down and completely demolished. 
Henry Kasey, Wilson Johuson, and Fred Phelpa 
were instantly killed, and James Turner re- 
ceived injuries from which he will never re- 
cover. Ail the parties are colored men em- 
ployed at the yards of the furnace, and ran 
into the building to take shelter from tle rain. 
The loss to the company is $5,000. 

Otner portions of the city werealso visited by 
the tornado and over 100 buildings are reported

Thé 
houses of M. Rafferty and Martin Blettel, which 
adjoined the church on the west, were next 
blown over, their ocoupants escaping in their 
night clethes without injury. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill, April 9.—-The Town Hall 
at Anchor, near this city, was unroofed bya 
storm last evening. Hallstones fully six inches 
in circumference fell. 








THE BRITISH LAMBS SHOEN. 
THE DETROIT BREWERY SYNDICATE 


ABANDONS THE FIELD. 


DETROIT, Mich., April 9.—The English syndt- 
cate which bought four large breweries in this 
city last year for $450,000 and capitalized 
them in London for $300,000 more has already 
departed. H. Seton Karr, member of Parlia- 
ment, who stood at the head of the “Detroit 
Breweries, Limited,” has beenin the city for the 
past two days, and last night he sold out to the 
original owuers and departed for other pastures 
in the greater West. Whether on similar 
errands bent is not known. 

What figures were obtained by him the local 
manipulators will not state, but they sdmit 
that they were by no means of the size that ne 
gave. Said Col. Goebel, the manager, to-day: 
“After the transfer was made the breweries 
didn’t make anything to signify over and above 
the salaries and expenses of running them. 
Tne beer wasn’s popular. The public didn’t 
like the idea of drinking British beer, and a 
good many saloons which used to buy beer 
when the breweries were run singly went back 
on us when the English syndicate took con- 
trol. That tells the whole story.” E 

All the old brewery owners were kept in posi- 
tion as managers at good salaries, besides get- 
ting three times as much as their property was 
worth. They now resume their vriginal posi- 
tions.

UNION PwWOIFIO. 
PERHAPS A USE FOR THE CHICAGO. AND 
ALTON, TOO—WHY JAY GOULD HAS 
BEEN WORRIED. 8 


The annual meeting of the Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company is close at hand, dnd there-gre 
whispered suggestions in Wall-street that de- 
velopments of great importance will take place 
at that meeting. Current reports have it that 
the Vanderbilts have acquired an influential 
interest in the property, Some statements 
représent that full control of the Union Pacific 
system will pass into Vanderbilt hands. 
Among Wall-street men, credited with being 
close to Vanderbilt sources of information, 
there isan expectation that some rapresenta- 
tion at least of the Vanderbilt interest will be 
elected to the Union Pacific Board of Directors. 

The prediction of Vanderbilt contro] of the 
Union Pacific property is not new. It was 
heard and vouched for semi-officially just be- 


fore the annual meeting jest May; but there 
suddenly arose some obstacie to the plans that 
were then undoubte arranged. 

It is deelared that Vanderbilt control coul 
have been announced before this time exce 
for the fact that it was considered inadvisable 
to have itknown pending Congressional read- 
justment of the Union Pacific Government 

bt. lt was argued that the knowledge that 

anderbilt millions were invested In the prop- 
erty would have invited savage opposition to 
any liberal settlement. 
he value of the Union Pacific Jrenesty. to 
the Vanderbilts has lately been made very clear 
by the Vanderbilts themselyes, who have 
brought about a close alliance bétween it and 
their Chicago and Northwestern Company. 
This alliance 18 of importance beyond any other 
transaction in the railway world during recent 
years. By it the Vanderbilts obtain for them- 
selves a complete transcontinental line—their 
raila extending from ocean to ocean, But such 
an alliance, if it be not backed by a proprietary 
interest in the Union Pacific Company, would’ 
be likely to last pay ane while, There is, 
therefore, the sound of reason in the reports 
now anton discussed of the open announce- 
ment of a Union Pacific investment soon to be 


made. 

The Vanderbilts haye their grip, too, on the 
Chicago and Alton Company, by the use of 
which system they can reach Kansas City and 
8t. Louis, which doubtiess accounts for the re- 
cent deciaration by a Gould authority that the 
Missouri Pacific would not recognize any Weat- 
ern railroad association which indorsed the 
Union-Pacific Northwest alliance. Neither of 
these roads operates in Missouri Pacifio ter- 
ritory, and Wall-street has wondered why their 
alliance should worry Mr. Gould. The likeli- 
hood that the Alton is to be tied on to the other 
two is what disturbs Mr, Gould. He does not 
want Vanderbilt vompetition in Missouri Pa- 
cific territory, and his present opposition is a 
bluff to try to make a deal by which the Alton 
road will not be used against him. It is be- 
lieved that some time ago he discovered the 
big Vanderbilt interest in Union Pacific, and 
has ever since ben anxious to make some 
dicker with it.

THE TIME CONFERENCE. 

The semi-yearly mesting of the General Rail- 
road Time Conference was held at the Hotel 
Brunswick yesterday. The organization, as 
was shown by the report of its Executive Com- 
mittee, has now a membership of 172 railways, 
operating 124,000 miles of road, Eighty-six 
sompanies were represented yesterday. 

The presiding officer was H. 8. Haines, the 
General Manager of the Savannah, Florida and 
Western Railway, who, in his address, spoke of 
the relations whioh existed between the rail- 
way companies and the labor unions which con- 
trolied the larger part of theiremployes, He 
compared the discipline necessarily preserved 
in the great railway companies to that of the 


army, and declared that as the importance of 
each railway system increased the more rigid 
would have to be the discipline demanded. 
this connection he said: 


“*A resistance to restraint and reproof, @ mutin- 
ous tondency, a disposition to eppose the interests 
of the company in matters indifferent to the em- 
ploye, have been, I fear, encouraged by labor or- 
ganizations, whose Ostensible objects are the pe- 
cuniary, moral, and social welfare of their mem- 
bers. If this spirit is to prevail a maintenance of 
that discipline will be imperiled, Which is as essen- 
tial for their own safety as for the protection of the 
lives of our passengers and the property of our 
stockholders,” 

_ He spoke of the necessity of weeding out the 
inefficient in all branches of employment and 
then continued: 


“How to do this with the opposition of labor 
Unions, which are better organized than we are, is 
& subject weil worth our consideration and one 
which we have got to face sooner or later, whether 
we like toor not. I would suggest, then, that the 
rapid absorption of @utsiders into the railroad 
ranks shail cease, and after all questions of wages 
shall have been approximate ly adjusted, whether 
by arbitration or by the effect of supply and de- 
mand, the time, in my opinion, will have arrived to 
determine the relations between & Failroad corpora- 
tion and the oars which will give the best re- 
sults of their iabor to themselves, to the company, 
and to the public.” 


Concerning the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission he said: 


‘** The determination on the part of politicians to 
insure competition has but proved the truth of 
Stephenson’s assertion that where competition is 
possible combination is probable; the promotion of 
pools has hastened the absorption of the weaker by 
the strouger Corporations, and the *time is ap- 
proaching when one of two solutions of the r t 
read transportation problem must be attempted— 
either a Government management or a territorial 
division among private corporations,” 

The Committee on the Standard Code of Train 
Rules said that the coue was now used by 
D3 companies, operating 65,734 miles of road, 
an Increase of 14 roads, operating 13,467 miies, 
since the October meeting. The Car Service 
Committee requested that definite action 
should not be taken by the convention until 
the meeting next Autumn upon the committee's 
previous recommendations. They were to the 
effect that instead of the railroad companies 
paying three-quarters of a cont a mile whiis 
Using Gare they should substitute a rate of 10 
cents aday whether the cara ate in use oF not, 
and when the cars are in use sheuld add arate 
of one-half of a cent a mile. The convention 
will decide upon this important matter at its 
next meeting. 

Then it was unanimously agreed toe re-elect 
Mr, Haines President under a suspension of the 
rules, and these gentlemen were chosen as the 
other officers:

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PESTING A SAFETY STOP. 

Boston, Masa, April 9.—A special train of

lifted, will open the brake valve. The triangle 
by, ‘pe track raises the rod, the brakes are ap- 
plied, and the train comes to a stop. 

The engineer has to get down from his cab 
and adjust a apring before the brakes are re- 
leased. A portable triangle of wood is made

There 
Was ho organized opposition to the indorse- 
ment of Harrison in 1888, but recent events in- 
dicate that the conflict was not dead, but 
slumbering. 1t appears to be a fact that there 
are not many Democrats in the club; but that 
the independent element is pretty strong is 
equally apparent, and there is also regson ta 
believe that there is a serious division of senti- 
ment awong Republican members on the 
tariff! question. The various dissatisfied ele- 
maents combined at the last election for 
ofiicers of the club in January, and made 
a fight agains the reguiar nominees 
for members of the Executive Commit- 
tee and Committeee on Admissions. The 
result was the election of all the independent 
nominees. That movement, itis now charged 
by the ultra Republicans, was the beginning of 
a@ systematic effort to repeal the resolution 
given above, and it must be admitted that cir 
cumstances appear to justify the atsertion. 

Since the election, it is said, sustained prese- 
ure has been brought to bear on the Committee 
on Admissions to admit several candidates of 
doubtful Republicanism, more especiaily Mr.

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HOW TO GOVERN CITIES

THE PROBLEM BEFORE THE 
UNITARIAN OLUB. 
PROF. HART OF HARVARD TELLS SOME 


OF THE DIFFIQULTIES AND HINTS 
AT POSSIBLE REMEDIES. 


The Apri) meeting and dinner of the Unitarian 
Club of New-York was held at Sherry’s, corner 
of Fifth-avenue and Thirty-seventh-street, last 


covers were laid. After the dinner had been 
diseussed the members applied their minds to 
@ serious social question, or what on this occa- 
sion amounted to a social series of guestiona— 
“The Problems of Large Olties.” — 

The first speaker was Albert Bushnell Hart, 
Assistant Professor of American History at 
Harvard University. The address waa illustrat 
ed by a number of diagrams, In introducing 
Prof, Hart, President Rhoades said the Unita. 
rian Club must not forget, even in the delighta 
of social intereourse, that it had a mission to 
-perform, * This club,” he said, ‘*is in favor of 
tariff reform, of ballot raters. af civil servieo 
feforn, of il reforms that tend to make men 
nobler, braver, and more true,” 

Prof, Hart said: “ Perhaps the three greatest 
cities of all ages, regarding influence alone, 
have been Athens, Paris, and Boston. But tne 
greatest men identified with those cities pre- 
ferred to be born elaewhere. Plato,- Napoleon, 
and Jobn L. Sullivan were not natives, There 
is @ steady inereasa in the proportion of Ameri- 
can population residing in large otties. Half 
our large cities, however, are in the eleven 
Atlantic coast States. sow, when our National

Government was framed it was made for 
a large number of rural communities 
in the thirteen original States, Then 


there were only six towns of over 8,000 popu- 
lation. Now there are 350 of these, ¢on- 
taining about one-quarter of the whole number 
of inhabitants, In New-York City there will be 
a population of 2,000,000 in ten years—2,000,-

each inseluble to his neighbors and noé alio-

Now, the difficulty in managin 
the affairs of these oitieg comes partly fro 
their rap d.growth. A charter is outgrown be- 
fore its ink is fairly dry, I¢ is always necessary 
to provide for wants not vet felt. The 
surplus of births over deaths, the in- 
flux of rural population, and the 
immigration of foreigners are constantly 
swelling the city population. In 1880 there 
were 478,000 pardone of forel n birth in the 
city of New-York, Probably there are now 
650,000. The pereentage of foreign-born citi- 
zens in Boston in 1881 were 34, in New-York 
40, in San Francisco 45, 

A community in good condition ought to be 
able to assimilate and absorb of foreigners at 
least one-half of its native population. But 
etaking these figures for 1880--1 am unable to 
get later ones because of the unaecountable 
failure of your New-York Legislature to pro- 
vide for a census of the State in 1886—you must 
note that of your 40 per cent, of foreigners in 
Now-York, nine-tenths are adults, and of your 60 
per cent. of Rative-bern citizens only one-third 
are adults. Even in Boston the number of 
adult foreigners 1s equal to that of aault na- 
tives. Moreover, not seven persons out of ten 
Gan go back two generations without finding 
@D aneestor not born in America. It follaws 
that in your large cities the foreign element 
really holds political domination. 

“In some of our Southern cities, like Charles- 
ton, 8 O, and Nashville, Tenn., as many as 
nine-tenths of the population are native-born. 
But here we haye a colored population to deal 
with—in Charleston 54 per cent, in Wilming- 
ton, Del., 60 per cent. If there is any Southern 
gentleman present, I would like to have him ex- 
plain why it ia that thia element exercises so 
ittle influence for eyil in those States. One 
curious feature of immigration is the surplus 
of women over men. In Boston in 1880 two 
American womeh out of 100 could not find 
American-berh husbands. Thirteen foreign- 
born women could not find foreign-born hue- 


bands. 

“In Panadelpnia there are 140,000 houses 
used for dwellings. In New-York there are 
only 75,000, But this does not prove an un- 
wholesome gondision of things here, for Mem- 
phie, Tenn,, has an average of only five persons 
to a house and is notoriously unhealthy.

Byen limitations of debt are an evil, 
not @ benefit, Lhe trouble is that a wast an 
complicated business is left to be carried on by 
men of inferior ability, Extravaganee is preva- 
lent, When President Arthur pointed eut 
that $11,000,000 of the proposed expenditure 
in a River and Harbor bill was needless, a 
venerable Senator thought it asufticient answer 
to gay that this was only 5 per cent. of the 
whole amount appropriated by the vetoed bill. 
So the amount of money stolen from New-York 
City may be only a small percentage of the 
city’s whole income, The curse is perpetually 
carrying into local politics issues ich have 
no earthly convection with local affairs. The 
latter should be regarded as worthy of separate 
attention. This is done in Paris, in Berlin, in 
London, in Glasgow, and eventually will be 
done in the great cities of America.” 

Mr. Lewis G. Janes of Brooklyn was the next 
speaker. He expressed his regret that ex- 
Mayor Seth Low, President of Columbia College, 
Was not present to give his practical experi- 
ences. He recalled the subseription fora monu- 
ment to William M. Tweed in this city, and sug- 
gested thatif the money had not yet been 
expended it be used in putting up a 
statue, in the vicinity of the new Court House 
and the Sheriff's office, with the head of Tweed 
the body of a sphinx, and the legend, “What 
are you going to do about it?’

Another element of opposition grows out of 
the friction in carrying out the wishes of 
President Baker. For several days the fre- 
quent running of messengers and members be- 
tween the Exehange and the Open Board waa 
very perplexing to the officials. Lo-day thay de- 
cided to bar the doora apening from the lower 
floor on Pacific-avenue just oppasite the Ove 
Board. All went well until impulsive O. H. 
Roche attempted to make his exit for refresh- 
ments by the barred door, He was mad all 
through when he found it lecked at midday 
without any previous notice. Seizing a great 
plank left by mechanies, Mr. Roche smashed 
the heavy plate glass in the door into atoms, 
The bole was big enough to ‘drive a horse 
through,” and through it went Mr. Roche. He 
was applauded by the great crowd of scaipers 
from the Open Board. 

Another,ruling of the day which it was diffi- 
cult to enforce was that messengers shall carry 
the quotations from the floor to the offices only 
when there is a change of one-quarter of a cent 
in the price. This was particularily hard on 
twoor tbree private-wire houses which have 
perplexed the management by sending out al- 
most continuous quotations to other cities, It 
was given out that the messengers of such 
houses will be entirely exeluded if tne prac- 
tice continues. The heads of different houses 
on the Hour made charges and counter charges 
about acting in bad faith, and there wae evi- 
dence of much bad feeling.

The effort to establish a modus vivendi for 
Francein the Newfoundland fisheries, some- 
what analogous to that which our country- 
men have had during the last two years, 
and which is to be continued through the 
coming season, is beset with sundry ob- 
stacles, In the agreement as drawn up be- 
tween the British and French Governments 
@ provision was inserted extending it to 
lobster fishing and allowing each nation to 
establish a new lobster-canning factory on 
the Newfoundland coast for every one es- 
tablished by the other, under the joint 
direction of the commanding officers of 
the British and French fleets on that sta- 
tion. These officers were also to jointly 
regulate the removal of existing factories 
to other sites. The news of this agreement 
was greeted with indignation atSt. John’s, 
and the Legislature promptly sent a pro- 
test to London declaring that the proposed 
modus vivendi in its provision for factories 
would confer upon France a privilege to 
which she had no right and which was most 
objectionable. The British Government 
has accordingly invited the Prime Minister 
of Newfoundland to visit London and talk 
over the matter. The feeling against 
France is the more acute on account of the 
large bounties which the latter pays her 
fishermen on the Banks. These bounties 
enable them to undersell the Dominion and 
Newfoundland fishermen in some foreign 
markets, and were the real origin of the 
bait act passed by Newfoundland two years 
ago. This act, which has created the need 
of a modus vivendi, was admitted to be re- 
taliatory, although its restrictions on the 
sale of fresh bait were based on the alleged 
need of protecting the supply of herring. 
THE TARIFF * REDUCTION.” 

The following estimates of the effect of the 
McKinley bill upon the revenue have been 
made one after the other by the committee. 
The first was given out when the general 
features of the bill were sent to San Fran- 
cisco and were telegraphed back, and Mr. 
McKINLEY gave to the Associated Press an 
abstract of the measure. The. second was 
made by Mr. MCKINLEY after his committee 
had been wrestling with Republican “‘ kick- 
ers” from the New-England States for about 
a fortnight.

These figures are fatal to the reputation 
of the committee in one way or another. 
Either the committee has been blundering 
along, dealing out slices of tariff favoritism 
now to this applicant and now to the next 
who could sHow an adequate claim in the 
shape of campaign contributions, not know- 
ing or not caring what the result would be 
in the amount of revenue, or else the com- 
mittee and its Chairman have been deliber- 
ately misstating the facts and trying to 
mislead the public. 

There can be no doubt that the increase 
of the revenue would be as great, at the 
very least, as is estimated by the Treasury 
expert. If he had simply confined himself 
to estimating the effect of the increased du- 
ties in the bill upon importations as large 
as those of last year, it would be fair to as- 
sume that the higherduties would check 
importations, and that the net increase in 
the revenue would not be so great as he has 
calculated. But he has not done this, for 
the very simple reason that with the com- 
plicated and purposely confused provisions 
of the billit is impossible to doit. Thus, 
there has been a very decided increase in 
the duties on pocket and table cutlery, but 
the classification has been intentionally so 
mixed up and turned about that no one can 
tell hsw the new duties will work exactly, 
so the statistician has given up the job and 
left cutlery out of the calculation altp- 
gether. The same is true of ‘the duties 
on gyeen glass bottles. Again, the statis- 
tician has made no estimate of the increased 
revenue from the duty on tin plates, which 
are advanced 120 per cent., because this 
provision, should tbe bill pass, would not 
gointo effect until the Autumn after the 
Congressionalelections. Atthe very lowest 
estimate this would increase the revenue 
by $7,000,000, and on the imports of last 
year the increase would be neurer $10,000,- 
000. ° 

Now, if we take the total net increase of 
the revenue at $12,000,000, how is it 





in the duty on sugar and in the revenue of 
$27,000,000, There is in the free list 
an absolute and unquestioned reduc- 
tion of at least $6,000,000, And there 
are smaller reductions aggregating, per- 
haps, $5,000,000, This total of $38,000,- 
000 is overcome and at least $12,000,- | 
000 more is added, making in all an 
increasesin taxes on imports of $50,000,000, 
And on what are these collected? On such 
necessaries of manufactures and of living as 
wool and woolen goeds; on tin plates; on 
flax, hemp, and the goods made from them; 
on agricultural products like hops, and on 
tobacco to be manufactured. In other 
words, the industries of the United States 
ara to be taxed $50,000,000; the cost of 
manufacture is to be made that much 
heavier; the capacity to pay American 
labor is to be cut down by that much; the 
difficulties of getting access to foreign mar- 
kets are to be that much increased. Surely 
this is strange protection. Mr. QHOATE on 
Tuesday evening, in a witty and eloquent 
argument in favor of free trade in art, ex- 
plained his inconsistency as a Republican 
by citing the remark from an anecdote 
(historically true) of an eminent politician 
that ‘“‘because he was a Republican he 
need not be a d——d fool all'the time!” Mr. 
McKINLEY and his committee clearly recog- 
nize no exceptions to this melancholy neces- 


sity. 





THE POLITICAL DRIFT. 

The local elections this Spring in various | 
parts of the country indicate pretty plainly 
the general drift of political sentiment. 
The National Administration and its sup- 
porters in Congress have been directing 
their energies to promoting the advantage 
of the party in power by the means which 
the leaders assume to be the most effectual. 
The civil service has been used in spite of 
reform pledges to reward partisan efforts 
in the past and to secure partisan zeal in 
the future. The policy of ‘‘ protection to 
American industry,” by means of taxing 
the people for the profit of great combina- 
tions of capital, has been pushed to an ex- 
treme in the preparation of legislation at 
Washington. Promises are held forth of in- 
creased appropriations for pensions in the 
hope of gaining votes among theold soldiers 
and their friends, Everything has been 
done that politicians reckon effective for 
making party gain. In spite of these vari- 
ous efforts, and in spite of some mistakes 
which the Democrats have made, the gen- 
eral drift is evidently away from the Re- 
publican Party both in the Kast and in the 
West. 

Connecticut is the very headquarters of 
manufacturing industry; and though the 
capital of Connecticut has just been carried 
by the Republicans, it was by a “tight 
squeeze,” the customary majority of the 
party being materially reduced. The peo- 
ple of that State are realizing the need of 
untaxed raw materials and a wider market 
for their manufactures. They are evidently 
losing faith in the doctrine of extreme pro- 
tection. If municipal and town elections 
were held in the Spring in Massachusetts, 
there is every reason for believing that 
there would be evidence of a still greater 
change of sentiment in that State, as has 
been indicated by the discussions in the Leg- 
islature at Boston. The very large increase 
of the Democratic majority in Albany has 
a double significance. It not omly shows 
the strong tendency in a Democratic direc- 
tion, but it affords a measure of the strength 
of the anti-Hill sentiment within the party 
in the State. The candidate for Mayor 
was Mr. James H. MANNING, son of 
President CLEVELAND’s Secretary of the 
Treasury, and on Tuesday he had a major- 
ity of over 7,000 in a total vote of 
about 20,000, showing a Democratic gain 
in two years of more than 4,500. Gov. 
Hixr’s effort to bring Mr. MANNING into 
subjection by taking the State printing 
from the Albany Argus ‘and crowding him 
out of the State Civil Service Commission 
was an inciting cause to the nomination 
for the Mayoralty. Where the sympathies 
of the Albany Democrats were in this con- 
test was plainly shown by the result of 
the election. Local causes contributed 
somewhat to that result, but it is very 
clear that the drift of sentiment is away 
from the Republican Party, and at the 
same time away from Gov. HILL within 
the Democratic Party. 

The Western town elections are no less 
significant. The Democrats have made de- 
cided gains in President HARRISON’s own 
city of Indianapolis, while in Ohio there 
has been a noticeable movement in their 
favor, 1n spite of some unwise partisanship 
displayed in the State Legislature. One of 
the chiet objects of Mr. McKINLEY in pro- 
posing to increase duties upon the raw ma- 
terials of manufacture, and especially upon 
wool, wasto gain favor for his party in Ohio, 
where the demand for a high duty upon 
wool has been supposed to be particularly 
loud. Notwithstanding the bid of the Mc- 
Kinley bill to the wocl growers, the Re- 
publicans continue to lose ground in 
Ohio. The Democrats made notable gains 
in the local elections, and nowhere 
were they more significant than at the 
State capital. Local issues produced some 
part of the eifect, but they were aided by 
the general tendency of political sentiment. 
A similar drift has been visible in other 
States. Perhaps the Democratic victory in 
Helena, Mon., may be taken as the re- 
sponse of the people there to the partisan 
scheme for ‘‘stealing”’ the Senators of the 
new State. One object of that infamous 
scheme has been to “ strengthen the party,” 
but it is evident that it is having quite 
the contrary effect. No doubt the result is 
also in some measure due to the tendency 
in the Northwest toward the policy of 
tariff reform, which woald work more ben- 
efit to the people there than to those of any 
other part of the quntry. 

To return nearer home, we can find no 
satisfaction in the re-election of Mayor 
CLEVELAND of Jersey City. There is little 
doubt that it was accomplished by frauds 
upon the ballot box. 
false registration, repeating, and ballot-box 
stuffing appear to have been resorted to by 
the ring and its minions. And yet Jersey 
City is naturally a Democratic city, and if 
the party had had a decent record there 
and had placed worthy candidates in the 
field, its success would have been assured 
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er which the Repub- 
licans labored, in their effort to secure aid 
from honest Democrats for the overthrow 
ef the corrupt ring, was the aversion 
which generally existed to giving to their 
party support that might hereafter be 
turned to its political advantage. Had the 
course of the party been such as to win 
support from independent citizens and to 
attract wavering Democrats, it would have 
been much easier to fight against the cor- 
rupt elements among the latter. But the 
contest had to be carried on against the 
force of the general current in politics. It 
is evident that in the second year of the 
Harrison Administration, the year in which 
the first Congressional elections are to be 

held after the return of the Republicans to 
power, the drift is decidedly against them. 

It is an omen of what is to be looked for 
when the general elections come next Fall. 

ALAR RR AE ARAN WA EET ONE 
A SPECIMEN CASE. 

In the city of Pittsburg, blessed home of 
the favorites of the tariff, there is a corpo- 
ration known as the “Pittsburg Reduc- 
tion Company.” Its plant is extensive, its 
capital is large, its works are run night and 
day. It manufactures the relatively new 
metal known as aluminium by the Hale 
process, producing it by electrolysis, in a 
single process, from the oxide alumina, and 
turning outin one day more than the en- 
tire output of the world a few years ago. 
Aluminium is a valuable, useful, and to the 
Pittsburg Reduction Company a very profit- 
able metal. Itis nearly as malleable and 
ductile as gold, and it can be made as hard 
as “cold-rolled” steel. It has a tensile 
strength of from 30,000 to 40,000 pounds 
to the square inch, and, when alloyed with 
copper, of from 60,000 to 110,000 pounds. 
It takes as brilliant a polish as silver, and 
it does not corrode or tarnish. 

A few years ago it was worth in the mar- 
ket $10 or more per pound. When a double 
process was found by which it was made at 
$5 per pound the owners of the invention 
saw in it a mine of wealth. Extensive 
works were put up and a large capitul was 
invested. But the Pittsburg Reduction 
Company can make the same article by a 
single process at less than 90 cents a 
pound, and it sells on the market at $2 a 
pound. The foreign owners of the five-dol- 
lar process are reported to have gone out of 
the business, If they have not done so 
they remain in only “for the fun of it.” 
The Pittsburg company, being in Pittsburg 
and subject to the politieal malaria that in- 
fests that region, has taken it into its 
head that a business that is ruinous to for- 
eign competition and makes a prefit of 125 
per cent. on every ounce of product needs 
“protection.” It seems to have mentioned 
the fact to the good McKINLEY, and in his 
new bill he has inserted a duty on imported 
aluminium of 35 per cent. Meanwhile the 
owners of the Hale process, the Pittsburg 
“infants” aforesaid, are about to start 
works in England, where they will meet 
without fear the competition which they 
are to be “protected” from in the United 
States by a 35 per cent. duty. Great is pro- 
tection and great are its profits to those who 
know how to grab them! 








THE CODE IN THE SOUTH. 

The proceedings in a controversy between 
two Tennesseean Colonels afford one of the 
most hopeful signs of an improvement in 
the social conditions and standards of the 
South that have been furnished for a long 
time. It.appears that Mr. PHELAN, a mem- 
ber of Congress from. Tennessee and only 
generically but not titularly a Colonel, has 
been writing a history of his State, which 
Col. FLEMING, who is a Colonel titularly 
but not generieally, has been reviewing. 
The relation of reviewer and reviewee is in 
all countries a delicate one, and has been so 
in allagesever since Jo, desired that his 
adversary had written a book which he 
night have the malicious pleasure of re- 
viewing. The author fresh from the pe- 
rusal of a hostile review has everywhere 
the impulse of doing violence to his critic, 
He would like to box his ears or to pull his 
nose. In extreme cases he doubtless thirsts 
for his gore. In acivilized community this 


impulse is turned awry and loses the name 


of action. But among the Tennesseeans 
and the New-Zealanders and the Pi-Utes, so 
far ag the literary calling is pursued in 
those tribes, the injured author follows his 
impulse, and, taking his revolver or his 
boomerang or his tomahawk, puts himself 
upon the trail of thereviewer. If JoHN 
Keats had been a chivalrous Southron he 
would not have let himself be ‘‘ snuffed out 
by an article.” On the contrary, JOHN 
would have got his gun and pursued the 
prosaic soul that had failed to.be touched 
by the “Nightingale” and the ‘ Grecian 
Urn.” 

This, in effect, is what the Hon. Mr. Pur- 
LAN has done, though not a sensitive poet, 
but a solemn proser and historian. Col. 
FLEMING had passed certain strictures upon 
the work of Mr. PHELAN in his newspaper, 
to which strictures Mr. PHELAN replied by 
describing his critic in another newspaper, 
owned by himself, as “ half-witted.” There 
is here, according to the code that prevails 
in Tennessee, ground for a difficulty, 
though scarcely for a duel—for a duet is an 
affair of honor, and it is not an imputation 
upon a man’s honor to call him half-witted, 
but only upon his intellect. Col. FLEMING 
apparently took this view, for in reply to 
the denunciation he contented himself with 
correcting his victim upon certain matters 
of fact. Upon receiving this irrelevant and 
exasperating reply to his overture for a 
deadly quarrel], Mr. PHELAN telegraphed 
from Washington to Col. FLEMING that the 
Colonel was ‘a liar, a coward, and a scoun- 
drel,” and that Mr. PHELAN, after awaiting 
the Colonel’s message, would “ go to Knox- 
ville and arrange preliminaries.” 

Up to this point there is nothing in the 


narrative outside of the usual Tennesseean ‘ 


course, unless it be the unusual self-control 
of the Colonel. But from this point the 
story is very unusual indeed. The usual 
course would have been for the Colonel to 
challenge the Congressman and choose a 
friend and repair with him to the treld of 
honah, So far from doing this, he pub- 
lishes the Congressman’s furious telegram 
and proceeds to read him, in his editorial 
columns, a gaod-tempered lecture upon the 
same. He calls the attention of the Con- 
gressman to the fact that the Congressman 








is not a nice business to be engaged in for a 
man who is not only a lawmaker, but a 
public teacher. This the exasperated 
PHELAN might have borne, but his critic 
also points out that he had disregarded the 
provisions of the code of honah, as well as 
those of the Penal Code of Tennessee.” Ac- 
cording to the former body of doctrine, the 
Congressman’s denunciation would have 
been in order only after the Colonel’s re- 
fusal to accept a challenge, being, in fact, 
a “posting.” But the Colonel goes further, 
and tells the historian: ‘*The barbarous 
réle in which you have seen fit to display 
yourself no longer serves to give respecta- 
bility even among that weaker class that 
once thought it ‘chivalrous’ to make even‘ 
a bloodless exhibition of moral courage on 
the so-called ‘field of honor,’ ” . 

This is the tone that anybody would take 
in a modern and civilized community about 
such a message as that of the historian, 
but it is not the tone we should expect from 
a Tennessee Colonel. The primeval 
Colonels on reading it will say of its au- 
thor, “He blasphemeth,” and may think 
it their duty to subject him to “ ostra- 
cism.” It will be interesting tosee whether 
anything serious happens to him in conse- 
quence of his blasphemy. As for the his- 
torian, he has now no resort except to 
the difficulty. This resort the critic leaves 
him in declaring that he treats “‘ with con- 
tempt the demand of the duelist?? while 
“recognizing and insisting upon the manly 
right of self-defense.” In any case, Col. 
FLEMING’S course indicates a marked and 
wholesome change of sentiment among sen- 
sible men in the Sonth upon the desirable- 
ness of maintaining battle, murder, and 
sudden death as cherished social institu- 
tions. 








On the application of more than fifty 
‘* reputable householders and taxpayers” of 
this city, Mayor Grant has appointed 
AuGUsT BELMONT, WILLIAM STEINWAY, 
CHARLES STEWART SMITH, JOHN H. STARIN, 
and O. B. PotreR as Rapid Transit Com- 
missioners, under the act of 1875, to deter- 
mine upon the necessity of new steam rail- 
ways in this city, and to ‘“‘ do and provide” 
what the law requires to meet the case. The 
petition for the new commission seems to 
have originated with the Real Estate Ex- 
change and to have been presented because 
there appeared to be little prospect of new 
legislation to meet the great need of thecity 
for rapid-transit facilities. Some modifica- 
tion of the law is desirable, but it is practica- 
ble to get rapid transit under its provisions 
as they stand. Acommission appointed un- 
der the act of 1875 would have power to 
decide upon routes for underground or via- 
duct roads, but the lines of Broadway, 
Fifth-avenue, Fourth-avenue, and Forty- 
second-street would be excluded from 
consideration. Ne fault can be found with 
the commission which the Mayor has named, 
and if the Legislature fails to make new 
provision for rapid transit there will be a 
strong pressure in favor of going ahead 
under the old law. 








AMERIOAN PAINTINGS. 


The American Art Association has begun a 
kind of exhibition which is new on this side of 
the Atlantic—the showing of pictures by a hm- 
ited number of artistsin a collection without 
superintendence ef ajury or hanging commit- 
tee. Tenartists, whose names are constantly 
bpfore the public, have contributed 233 pict- 
ures, some6é of which are lent by their owners, 
but the greater number are on private sale, 

The advantages of such @ departure as this 
are plain enough. Each artist enters the work 
which in his ewn opinion represesents him 
best, or is most likely te please the public. 
The pictures of each are hung together, so far 
as practicable, and there is no skying and no 
interference of low-toned pictures by brilliant 
neighbors. Sufficient examples are presented 
to show an artist’s range. Thus Mr. Millet 
offers ten picturés, Mr. W. M. Chase forty-seven, 
these two representing the minimum and maxi- 
mum of individual exhibits. No prizes are 
offered by the association and the catalogue 


does not print the price of pictures, on the

Some painters systematically overvalue their 
work when it comes to printing what they ask, 
and are then prepared to reduce the sum very 
considerably should a buyer present himeelf. 
But this creates confusion, because when it is 
known that one is alwuys ready to make a re- 
duetion the inference is that another will. 
Perhaps the latter has given his lowest price in 
good iaith; he is likely to lose the sale when 
the buyer finds that he is not to be moved by 
arguments that are sure to tell with the former. 

In quality of work as wellasin quantity Mr. 
William M. Chase stands first in this very 
attractive display. The finest canvas is “ Por- 
tralt of Mra. 0,” a slender lady in black stand- 
ing by a small mahogany table, on which lies a 
mermet rose. The background is of a greenish, 
neutral tint, and the fair lady looks gravely 
from the canvas, with one hand on hér hip and 
the other resting lightly on the table. This 
latter, the black stuff of the dress, and the rese 
are delightfully painted, the rose being par- 
ticularly well done. There is great charm 
in the face, with its dark undersetting of 
the eyes and small, fixed mouth. The seated

three preludes, Opus 28, Nos, 11, 12, and 24; 
three études, Opus 10, Nos, 11 and 12, ard Opus 
25, No. 9; scherzo, Opus 20; nocturne, Opus 37, 
(G minor;) two mazurkas, Opus 50, No. 1, and 
Opus 24, No. 4; ballade, Opus 38, (F major:) 
tarantelle, Opus 43; “ Berceuse,” Opus 57; 
fantaisie impromptu, Opus 66; valse, Opus 64, 
(E major;) polonaise, Opus 53, (A flat.) 

It is hardly necessary to add anything to 
what has been already said about this pianist. 
Within his limits he is a remarkably fine per- 
former. His distinguishing characteristics are 
grace, delicacy, and extreme finish, He has 
unquestionably made a close study, measure by 
measure, of the Chopin works, and his playing 
of them is very instructive. He does not 
achieve nearly such good resultein the broader 





Chopin compositions as he aoes in the small 
ones. The polonaise which he gave yesterday 
has been more impressively performed by other 


Pianists, and so has the tarantelie, but the 
études, the fantaisie impromptu, and the vailse 
have never been given here with such beautiful 
finish. M. de Pachmann was called ott several 
times at the close of the recital and compelied 
to supplement his programme by playing two 
études, including the ditticult one in thirds. He

THE MODUS VIVENDI. 


OrTawa, April 9.—The notice given last nigh, 
of the introduction of a bill by the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries means much more than 
the mere title conveys. it means the extension 
of the modus vivend! for another year. The 
bill is entitlea “An act respecting fishing ves- 
sels of the United States of America.” 

The advantages which have followed from the 
operation of the modus vivendi during 1888 
and 1889, the favor with which the arrange- 
ment has been met by the New-England fisher- 


men, more particularly last season, and the 
prospect of negotiations for tbe settlement of 
the Atlantic fisheries question being shortly re- 
sumed have induced the Government to take 
this step, and doubtless the action will be ap- 
proved by the country. 

The provisions of the bill are exactly the same 
as the oldone. The extension will date from 
the present time until Feb. 15, 1891. Thechtef 
clause of the old enactment is as follows: 


‘*For the purpose of carrying into effect the prete- 
col set forth in Schedule B it is hereby enacted 
that pending the exchange of ratifications and for 
&@ period not exceeding two years from the 16th of 
February, 1888, the privilege of entering the bays 
and harbors of thé Atiantic coast of Canada shall 
be granted to United States Sehing. veesein by an- 

in tact ata fee of $1 50 per ton for the fol- 
fo g purposes: The purchase of bait, ice, sein 
and ali other supplies and outfits, transshipment o 
catch, and shipping of crews. 

“If during the continuancy of such arrangement 
the United States remove duties on fish, fresh oil, 
whale oll, and seal oil, as well as on the necessary 
casks, barrels, kegs, Cans, and other usual and nec. 
essary coverings containing them, such licenses 
shall be issued free of charge by such officers and 
in such form as the Governor in council may deter.

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MR, BAXTONS NEW BIBL IN 
THER SBNATS. 
A PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CON- 
STITUTION IN ITS INTEREST—A BLOW 
AIMED AT POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


ALBANY, April 9.—-The Republicans appear to 
be determined to make a record on electoral 
yeform. The Saxton amended Ballot Reform 
bill came from the General Laws Committee to- 
day and was sent to the Committee of the 
Whole. In addition to this Senator Saxton in- 
troduced a new bill to prevent assessments on 
eandidates for judicial offices and a concurrent 
resolution that proposes to amend the Consti- 
tution in order to overcome Gov. Hill’s objee- 
tions to the official ballot. In conformity with 
the provisions of the Constitution the resolu- 
tion will have to pass this Legislature and be 
referred to the Legislature to be chosen at the 
mext general election of Senators. Senator 
Baxton attempted to advance both measures to 
third reading, but Senator Cantor objected. 
The resolution reads as follows: 

Resolved, If the Assembly concur, that Section 5 

Articole IL. of the Constitution be amended by ad- 
fine thereto the following: ‘‘Nothing in this Con- 
titution con od shall be construed to limit the 
bower of the Legislature to enact that all ballots to 

e used at public elections shall official, and 
shall be printed and distributed at public expense; 
that the names of all candidates for the same office 
shall be printed on the same ballot; that all ballots 
shall be delivered to the voter within the polling 
place on election day by yen officers; thatonly 
olficial ballots eo delivéred shall be voted; that the 
voter shall bé permitted absolute privacy in Bre.

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SHELLENBERGER’S FLIGHT, 





HE BORROWED FROM ALL HIS FRIENDS 
BEFORE LEAVING, 


PHILADELPHIA, April 9.—The flight of J. 
Monroe Shellenberger, the popular Bucks 
County lawyer and politician, and the condi- 
tion in which he left his affairs, prove to be 
much more sensational than was at first 
imagined. Doylegtown is agitated and excited 
as it has never been before, and there was 
trepidation all over Bucks County to-day, as 
there is hardly a township without its victims, 
To-day’s developments showed Shellenberger’s 
operations and deficiencies to be on a very ex- 
tensive scale. They extend to Philadelphia, 
where single individuals lose many thousands, 
and also, it is said, to Norristown and other 
parts of the State. The estimate of the losses 
involved, as given yesterday, was about $50,000. 
It is now known that there is over that amount 
of losses in Doylestown alene, and the total de- 
faloation will doubtless aggregate $100,000. 
Several lawyers in Doylestown to-day said it 
would certainly amount to that. All classes 
are afifectea, and farmers, lawyers, butchers, 
bakers, hotel keepers, tradesmen, bank oflicers, 
and even servants all suifer alike, though in 
different degree. 

Shellenberger has left matters in such a con- 
dition that no one expects to see him back. 
The transactions, some On an extensive scale, 
are of such a character that the missing lawyer 
stande in the light of afugitive from justice. 
A note mailed from Philadelphia aud dated 
Atlantic City 1s said to have been received by 
one of his children saying: “Take good care 
of yourselves; ail will be clear some day,” but 
nothing would be said about this at the huuse. 


Some of Sheiienberger’s triendsin Doylestown 


said they bad reason to believe that he had 
started for South America. 

It now trauspires that ror several days before 
leaving bhellenberger secured in every possibie 
way, not only in Doylestown, but through 
Bucks County and in Philadelphia, ail t 
money that be could possibly get. It was stat- 
ea by several lawyers in Doylestown who are 
familiar with his latest transactions that he 
must have carried away with him not less than 
$15,000 in cash, secured within a week or two 
of his departure. Some of this was on é0-called 
judgment notes that now prove to be worthiess. 
in other cases he gave cheoks, asking that they 
should not be used for a few days, and now 
these checks, which have been comingin by 
the score, are disowned by the Unien Trust 
Company of Doylestown, upon which they were 
drawn, andin which Shellenberger was a Di- 
rector.

IN AMERICA, 





THE PLAN SUGGESTED BY THE INTER- 
NATIONAL CONFERENCE. » .., 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—Final adjournment of 
the Pan-American Conference is in sight. It 
will probably occur next Wednesday. At the 
meeting of the conference to-day the reports of 
the Committees on General Welfare, Banking, 
and Port Dues were presented. 

The Committee on General Welfare recom- 
mended the negotiation ofa general treaty by 
the republics of North, South, ana Central Amer- 
ica and Hayti, to refer all disputes, differences, 
and contentions that may arise between any 
two of the nations to arbitration for settlement. 
Arbitration shall be compulsory upon all the 
nations in matters of diplomatic etiquette, ter- 
ritories, boundaries, questions of navigation, 
the enforcement, construction, or validity of 
treaties, and in other matters arising from any 
cause whatever... ‘The only exception ie in case 
&@ nation believes its independence is at stake; 
thea arbitration shali not be compulsory. 

‘ihe report sets forth in detail the manner in 
which arbitrators shall be selected and the 
manner of reaching and declaring taeir judx- 
ments. There is no restriction of choice of ar- 
bitrators—they may be nations, scientitic so- 
Cieties, officials, or private citizens. Unless it 
jespecitically agreed before hand that unan- 
imous judgment shall be required, a majority of 
the arbitrators shall deeide the question at 
issue. Where the arbitrators consist of an 
even number each nation may appoint 
an umpire. Any nation deeming itself 
interested in or affected by the decision 
of any question may appoint an arbitrator in 
the case., Itis provided that ratilications of 
the treaty shall be exchangyed at Washington; 
and it shall be in force twenty years from the 
date of its proclamation. After that term has 
expired the treaty shall remain in force until 
one year after any nation has notified ail the 
other nations party thereto of its desire to 
withdraw; but the withdrawal of any nation 
shallnot relieve the other nations of tneir 
duties under the agreement,

| NEW-JBRSBY’S LEGISL 
‘THE JOINT COMMITTER’S _ BALLOT-RE- 


FORM BILL PASSES THE HOUSE, — 


TRENTON, N. J., April 9.—The House thia, 
afternoon, after a two hours’ discussion, passed 
the Ballot-Reform bill by a vote of 50 to 1, 
Mr. Erwin (Republican) of Hudson voting 
against it. Mr. Marsh, thé leader of the Demo- 
cratic majority, called the measure up and ad- 
vocated ita passage. He said that the presa 
and people of the State have pronounced the 
dystem of registration which the bill provides 
for the most complete ever produced by any 
State in the Union. The only opposition to the 
bill, he declared, was directed against the free 
distribution of the official ballots. That sys-. 
tem, the committee thought, was the best which 
had yet been devised, and throws safeguards 


about the secreoy of the ballot which none of 
the other ballot-reform bills do. 

- It permits a man to prepare hia ballot at 
home with the aia of some member of his fam- 
ily, and it insures every citizen against bribery 
and corporate intimidation, the two great eon 
that make a Dallot-reform measure necessary in 
New-Jersey. These, together with the amend- 
ment adopted last night, providing for an offi- 
cial envelope in whioh the ballot is to be voted, 
make the bill, Mr. eyed a) believes, the best yet 
devised. Any defect which could be found in it 
was also to be found in the Australian system 
or the Saxton bill. 

Mr. Erwin, who was a member of the joint 
committee which framed the'dill, attacked that 
clause whieh provides for the free distribution 
of the ballots. He argued that any bill whieh 
does not contine the distribution to the polls on 
election day was not a true ballot-reform meas- 
ure, He also assailed the registration feature, 
claiming that to be a good bill 16 should i 
for a personal registration only. Mr. Cole, Ke- 
publican, of Cape May, and also a member of 
the joint committee, took exception to his col- 
league’s designation of the bill, and declared 
that it was atrue ballot-reform measure. He 
said that he went Into the committee prejudiced 
in favor of the Australian system, but that ho 

ad been convinced that the committee’s bill 
Was a better measure to suppress corruption 
and intimidation, 

Mr. MoCrann, the self-constituted champion 
of the laboring mah, did not consider the bill a 
true reform measure, but as his constituents 
had instructea him to vote for guch a measure, 
and this seemed to be the best he could get, he 
would follow his instructions. Messrs. Muallone 
and Kerr, who were Democratic members of 
the joint committees, advocated the measure. 
Judge Ulrich, Republican, from Plainfield, al- 
though opposed to several features of the bill, 
declared that he would vote for it in accord- 
ance with the wishes of his constituents. 
oe Heppenheimer also advocated the bill. 

© argued that it was superior to the Austra- 
lian system and made impossible the three 
methods by which that law was evaded, 

Mr. Voorhees, the leader of the minority in 
the House, was ane of the Republican members 
of the joint committee who veted with the 
Democrats for the adoption ot the bill py the 
committee. He has been severely oriticisea tor 
tnat action. He had waited all the afternoon, 
he said, to hear some argument that this bill 
was a s8ham and should not be adopted, but he 
had not heard one. He argued that the only 
method of gg Testa J ballots was to cenfine 
them to the polling places exclusively, but he 
aid not think the peopie were ready for that 
yet. One ef the systems lauded by the opponents 
of the eonimittee’s bill provided for the distri- 
bution of fac-simile ballots. Once allowing the 
fac simile, he declared, you opened the door to 
all the objections urged agaivat the distribution 
of the ballots. Under the provisions of the 
committee’s bill he defied any human being to 
tell whether a man voted the ticket given him 
by a heeler or the one he procured at the polls, 
while under the Australian plan, by admitting 
friends to the booths with illiterate voters, and 
the system of marking ballots, it éould easily 
be determined whether a mau voted as he was 
paid to vote. 

The impression is gaining ground that the 
Senate wiil recede from the hostile position 
which it has assumed against the bill and pass 
the measure on Monday night. 

Gov. Abbett sent to the Legislature to-day 
the report of the commission appointed last 
year to consider the advisability of erect- 
ing an intermediate prison or reformatory, 
where P neigye who ‘have committed their 
first effense may be kept apart from the 
hardened criminals. Contact with the mass 
of State prison convicts frequently cor- 
rupts the more youthful and innocent who 
happen to fallinto the meshes of the law, and 
the committee, in the hope of developing their 
better instincts, have recommended that such 
an institution be erected. 

The Governor sent to the houses yesterday 
the draft of an aet to enable the work to be 
pushed, The act provides that some of the 
property belonging to the State Sinking Fund 
be ueed as asite, and selects the Edgar estate 
at Rahway as the most available. It enacts 
that the structure shall be built aecording to 
plans already drawn by Architect J. KR. Thomas, 
These geane contemplate an expenditure of 
$300,000 if the labor be done by the State’s con- 
victs; of $390,000 if it be done by free labor. 
The building is to contain 512 cells. 

The conviction grows that next week will see 
# recess or a final adjournment of the Legislat- 
ure. The Senate committees, through Senator 
Gardner, insists that the houses shall not finish 
work for the year until the investigation of the 
Hudson Ceunty election frauds nas been com- 
pleted. The committee will begin taking testi- 
mony in Jersey City again to-morrow.

PROPOSED STATE PARK. 





THE SLOAN RESOLUTION BEFORE THE 
FOREST COMMISSION. 


ALBANY, April 9.—The Forest Commission 
held its first meeting this afternoon to consider 
the Sloan resolution relative to the project of 
establishing a State park in and about the head- 
waters of the rivers having their sources in the 
Adirondack wilderness. All the Commission- 
ers were present, 

Secretary Train presented a proposition for 
apark. He took for his centre Blue Mountain 
Lake, and made the confines in the shape of an 
ellipse. The territory included is ninety miles 
north and south and fifty miles east and west, 
coutaining 8,535 square miles, or 2,261,760 
acres. This land ineludes the headwaters of the 
Hudson, Mohawk, Schroon, and Moose Rivers, 
and West Canda Creek, flowing south, and the 


Raquette and Beaver Rivers running north. 
About two-thirds of the land is covered with 
torests, either grown or coming up nicely. The 
tract contains all the virgin iands of the 
Adirondacks and all the high peaks within 
the confines. The State owns, perhaps, 400,000 
acres. 

The commission diseussed the purport of the 
resolution informally, and then considered the 
many requirements under it. This was done in 
order that, should additional powers be desired 
in the fulfillment of the request under the reso- 
lution, it might be secured before the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. The Commissioners 
called on Controller» Wemple to learn what 
could be done to prevent the wholesale redem 
tion of land that has been going on in the aAdi- 
rondacks of late. The commission feel that this 
is the worst obstacle they have to contend with. 
They got but little satisfaction from the Con- 
troller. Some of the other existing laws make 
it difieult to prevent State land from going 
over to individuals. 

The commission adjourned without doing 
much else than discuss matters. They decided, 
however, upon frequent meetings, many of 
which must bein the Adirondacks. Under the 
recent law empowering the commission to pur- 
chase land at not to exceed $150 an acre, sev- 
eral proposals were made. Benton Turner 
offered two pieces of 7,000 acres each in Town- 
ships 28 and 18, Franklin and Clinton Coun- 
ties, subject only to the rightof way and the 
assuming of the back taxes by the State; 300 
acres in Township 12 and 7,500 in Township 
24, subject to conditions enabling Mr. Turner 
to cut spruce, pine, cedar, and hemlock trees, 
and remove fallen timber and bark. The two 
latter proposals were rejected; the others were 
reserved. Dacey & Backus’s offer to axchanze 
some 20,000 acres of land in Townships 17 and 
20, Macombe’s purchase, Franklin County, for 
the privilege of cutting a certain amount of 
timber on Beate lands, was held under advise- 
ment.

CHICAGO, April 9.—Judge Baker to-day re- 
placed on the Circuit Court docket the case of 
the people against the Chicago Gas Trust Com- 
pany. The case is the quo warranto brought 
last Spring by Attorney General Hunt, on rela- 
tion of Francis B. Peabody, calling upon the 
Gas Trust to show by what warrant it operated 
under the franchise of the consolidated compa- 
nies. Judge Baker dismissed the suit on the 
Gas Trust’s demurrer, and the people took an 
appeal. Thé finding of Judge Baker was re- 
versed by the a hry Court and the case was 
remanded. On March 21 the Supreme Coutt 
denied a motion for a rehearing, and to-day At- 
torney J. K. Kdsall, representing the Attorney 
Gereral, brought certified copies of the orders 
into Judge Baker's court, and by virtue of them 
asked to have the case reinstated.

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UNIFICATION OF THE OEN. 
TRAL AMERICAN STATES, 
COSTA RICA TO RATIFY THE PROVIS- 
IONAL TREATY OF UNION—THE PLAN 

OF FEDERATION, 


WASHINGTON, Apri] 9.—Dispatohes received 
by the Minister from Costa Rica to the United 
States state that the Congress of that republic 
will, at ite session in June of this year, ratify 
the provisional treaty of union between the 
five republics of Central America, Thus far 
three of the republics have confirmed the 
actions of their representatives in assenting 
to such @ treaty, Guatemala, Honduras, and 
Salvador falling into line, and Nicaragua is ex- 
pected toimitate their example when the op- 
portunity is afforded its Congress. 

“This course is very gratifying,” remarked 
Sefior Cruz, the Guatemalan Minister, “and 
the treaty, acopy of which has been sent me 
by my Government, contains several provisions 
which will be very interesting to the people of 
the United States.” 

According to the first article, the Central 
American Diet, convened by the respective 
Governments uf Central America, proclaims the 
political. unification of the States of Central 
America under the title of the Republic of 
Central America. This unification is a provis- 
jonal one and preliminary to the definite union 
of the States for the general interest of Central 
America, Diplomatic representation in the 
future will bein the name of the republic of 
Central America, the officers chosen to fill sueh 
positions being appointed by the National Ex- 
ecutive. 

The seuuniie of Central America will be rep- 
resented by a General Government, at the head 
of which will be one of the Presidents of the 
five States of the confederation, the choice to 
be determined by lot. For instance, if the 
President of Honduras should be fortunate 
enough to draw the first term, atthe next 
drawing representatives of the other four 
Btates would draw for the next Presidency, 
and so on until each State had been represented 
at the head of the Government. The term of 
ottice for the President wiil be one year and the 
salary of the position $20,000. . 

Five advisers of the President will be ap- 
pointed, one by the President yf each province, 
aud they will constitute a Consultive Commit- 
tee. One of the members of this committee will 
aet as Secretary of State, and the agreement of 
@ Majority of the committee will be necessary 
for the validity of acts of the Executive. 

One of the objects of the treaty will be to es- 
tablish on afirm basis works tending to pro- 
mote friendly commercial relations, but none of 
the States will lose its independence regard- 
ing domestic affairs. 

It will be the function of the Executive to ex- 
ercise management of foreign attairs in accord- 
ance with the general prinsiples of interna- 
tional law, to accredit and receive diplomatic 
and eonsular axents, and to conclude treaties 
and conventions after the same have been sub- 
mitted to the Diet. He is aiso to promote what- 
ever may tena to friendly and fraternal rela- 


tiona, and if any diflicalty arises between the 


States to submit the question at issue to arbi- 
tration, Inno case will torce be permitted. 
Provision must be made for the defense of the 
republic, and to this end the Executive shall 
request the use of all available resources of 
Wen and materials. He shall name at oncea 
commission to study the laws of Central Amer- 
ica, with a view to the adoption of a code to be 
in force throughout the republic. This com- 
mission is to be composed of an equal number 
of the citizens of each State in the confedera- 
tion, 

The inauguration of the first General Govern- 
ment will take place Sept. 15, 1890, and the 
Diet will meet at the capital of Honduras, 
Tegucigalpa, Aug. 20, 1890, to select the 8tute 
Wiich will be accorded the firat Presidency of 
the new republic, Net later than a month after 
the inauguration of the General Government 
the Congultive Committee must be appointed 
and it will meet in the place of residence of the 
Executive. A Central American Diet, com- 
posed of fifteen delegates, three from each state, 
will meet Sept. 15 of each year, 1890 inclusive, 
sessions being held at the capital where the 
Executive may reside, Of these delegates two 
will be appointed by the Assembly and one by 
the Government of each of the five States, Ses- 
sions of the Diet will last from one to three 
menths, according to the importance of the 
work before it, but it oan be convened in ex- 
traordinary sessions by the National Executive 
when it becomes necessary. 

At the close of the regular session of 1890 
the Diet will choose the successor to the Presi- 
dency for 1891, the term to begin Sept. 15 of 
that year. At least eleven members of the 
Diet must be present to transact business, 
but to adjust or celebrate conventions between 
the Central American States every. delegate 
must be present or represented at the Diet 
Five substitute representatives will be ap- 
pointed, one by_the Executive of each State. 
Whenever the Diet thinks it neeessary to 
have an opinion from the Consultive Commit- 
tee that body can be present and will have the 
right to vote upon all questions brought before 
them. 

Considering that ten years will suflice to fin- 
ish the preparatory work for the unification of 
Central America, it is agreed that this compact 
will be exeeuted during that term; but if pub- 
lic opinion favors hastening the union before 
the expiration of ten years the Executive shall 
call a convention to discuss and dictate a gen- 
eral Constitution. This assembly will be com- 
posed of fifty delegates, ten from each State, 
and elected by popular vote. If, however, 
during ton years no favorable action is urged 
by the people, the assembly will not be called 
until Sept. 15, 1900. 

From sept. 15, 1890, when the General Gov- 
ernment will begin its functions, Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaraugua, and 8al- 
vador will abandun the title of republics and 
take the denomination of States of the repub- 
lic of Central America. “In the name of the 
republic” will be authurized in the documents 
and official acts of cach State, and in oficial 
seals and postage stamps will be impressed 
‘Republic of Central America.” 

It being of the greatest importance to pro- 
mote and stimulate, by all possible means, fa- 
cilities for transportation and communication 
between the States, the General Government 
will authorize bridge building acrosa rivers, 
increase of telegraph lines, and the eéstablish- 
ment of telephones. A premium of $70,000 or 
more will be paid to the first steamship som- 
pany. national or foreign, to establish in the 
Paeific a service of four steamers, each of 500 
tons capacity, between Central American ports, 
Acapulco, and Panama, under conditions and 
tariits previously stipulated. From Sept. 15, 
1890, trattic between the States of Central 
America will be entirely free, so far as 
products and manufactures are concerned, but 
privileged goods and those of unlawful trade 
cannot be imported. . 

This treaty has been signed at the city of San 
Salvador by Manuel Delgado, representing 
Costa Rica; A. Alvarado of Guatemala; Fran- 
cisco Lainfiesta of Honduras; Francisco Alva- 
rado of Nicaragua, and Francisco Baca of Sal- 
vador. 





KEENAN MAUVE BOASTS, 

The suit of John Keenan, the exiled boodler, 
to prove his partnership in the aqueduct con- 
tracting firm of O’Brien & Clark was concluded 
yesterday before Judge Ingraham in Supreme 
Court, Special Term. E. T. Lovatt, special 
counsel for O’Brien & Clark, testified that in 
May, 1888, he went to see Keenan in Montreal 


to try to effect a settlement with him. Keenan 
was obdurate, and insisted that O’Brien & 
Clark must come to his terms or he “ would 
make it hotforthem.’ Hesasaid Keenan was 
very jovial, and informed him that he was kept 
fully informed as to what was going on in the 
New-) ork City. Hall, had just as much influ. 
ence as ever, and would make it nis Dusiness to 
make it uncomfortable for O’Brien & Clark. 
Lovatt said Keenan remarked: 

“J am under indictment now, but it is all 
fixed, and [ will come back to New-York in 
three or four years. I would go back now, only 
I don’t want to take any chance of a trial.” 

Heman Clark of O’Brien & Clark said that he 
had once applied to Keenan to help the firm. 
Keenan agreed to do so, provided lt was made a 
stock company and he was allowed to dispose 
of as many shores as he wanted to. An agree- 
ment was drawn up to give Keenan a sixth 
interest in the firm, but this he refused to sign 
and the matter was dropped.

- THE SOUTHGATE SAVED. 


TOWED AFTER MUCH DIFFICULTY TO 
HALIFAX BY THE COVENTRY. 


Hatrax, N. 8., April 9.—The steamer Coven- 
try from North Carolina, forGermany, arrived 
this afternoon, having in tow the stesmer 
Southgate, sixteen days from Placentia, New- 
foundland, bound for New-York. Shortly after 
leaving Placentia the Southgate ran ashore and 
600 tons of cargo was jettisoned to float her. 
Three days later the steamer was surrounded 
with ieebergs, where she lay at the mercy of 
the waves for two days. 

In making an attempt to free herself from 


fleld ice the shaft broke. Her provisions r 
shortand the crew were put on short allow- 
ance, 

On Good Friday, at 7 o'clock in the evening, 
the steamer Coventry sighted the Southgate, 
the latter flying signals of distress. The Cov- 
entry agreed to tow the Southgate to Halifax, 
the nearest port, 300 miles distant. The dea 
Was running mountains high at this time, the 
deeks of botb véssels being swept fore and aft, 
A boat belonging to the Coventry was washed 
overboard, 

After several attempts a wire rope was fast- 
ened to the disabled vessel, It was blowing a 
hurricane, and at 10 o'clock the rope parted. At 
midnight anotner attempt was made to piace a 
line on the Southgate. A boat was lowered 
from the Southgate, and after much difficulty 
the tow line was again made fast. 

The wind was howling and everything was 
Swept off the steamer’s deck. The rope again 
broke, this time the large anchor cable of the 
Southgate snapping in two. 

The sea being too high at this time, the Cap- 
tain of the Coventry decided to remain by, and 
on Saturday at 2 P. M. another wire line was 
got on beard the disabled steamer. This one 
also snapped, and shortly after the wind and 
sea Carried away the Southgate’s light boxes 
and part of the bridge. A tremendolis ceca was 
now on, and the Captain of thé Coventry de- 
cided to make no further attempts at towing 
until the weather moderated. 

All Saturday night the weather was terrible. 
Sunday the sea was running mountains high,and 
it was not until Monday morning at 6 o’clock 
that a tow line was made. This time a double 
hawser was used. The hawsers were straining 
xreatly, and after muon difficulty a steel hawser 
was also added. 

At midnight on Monday the gale moderated 

and fairly good weather was experionced till 
the vessels arrived at this port. 
, The Captain of the Coventry says the boat’s 
crew of the Southgate are deserving of great 
praise for their gallant work. Capt. De Lacour 
of the Southgate praises Capt. Smith of the 
Coventry, and characterizes his acts as heroic. 
The Southgate was supplied with provisions by 
the Coventry. The Southgate has been libeled 
in the Admiralty Courts for $30,000 salvage. 











OANADA’S TARIFF POLIOY., 





A LIVELY DEBATE IN THE DOMINION 
HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Otrawa, April 9.—The first notes of the 
coming battle in the Canadian Parliament were 
sounded to-day. Itis a battle between protec- 
tion and free trade, between Canadianism and 
Americanism, and in its ultimate outcome be- 
tween British connection and annexation. 

The fight in the Commons to-day was short, 
sharp, but brilliant. The snag was struck on 
the clause in the tariff increasing the duty on 
live cattle, sheep, and hogs to 30 per cent. ad 
valorem, 

Sir Richard Cartwright warned the Govern- 
ment that its proposed action in this matter in- 
vited a retaliatory duty by the United States. 
It was putting a strong argument in the meuths 
of the United States citizens for additional 
protection in the country. He could hardly 


conceive a more unwise move, particularly at 
the present time when affairs weré in a very 
unsettled state, 

The Opposition cheered the speaker loudly. 
Other members in speaking related the charge 
that the Governmeng were simply inviting re- 
taliation. 

Tne Hon. George E. Foster, Minister of Fi- 
nance, was listened to with breathless interest. 
His speech was one of the most vigorous deliy- 
ered during the session, enabling him, as it did, 
to explain the Governments policy. He boldly 
denounced the insinuation that Oanada,through 
her representative, was seeking retaliation. 
The Government, in making the changes in the 
tariff, had two objectsim view. ‘Lhey intended 
to look after the interests of the country and 
to mold their own polivy and to do what 
they thought best for Cauada without reference 
to other countries. The Government had come 
to the conclusion that farmers’ products wanted 
more protection, and they were going to have it. 

* She is not afraid of the United States. She 
is a country big enough in every respect to take 
care of herself and her interests, and this Gov- 
ernment intends to look after the interests 
ot Canada and Canadians without asking per- 
mission irom the United States or any other 
country before taking such steps as we may 
think fit.” 

Sir Richard Cartwright attempted to reply, 
but his thundering tones were drowned in jeers 
and groans, mingled with cheers and cries of 
**Oanada forever,” which came from the Gov- 
ernment side of the House, 

The scene was approaehing the uproarious 
when the Speaker left the chair for recess.

NEW-ENGLAND METHODISTS MEMORIAL- 
IZE THE SENATE. 


Boston, April 9.—The ninety-first annual 
session of the New-England Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, which began in 
this city to-day, developed a strong opposition 
to the Chinese Enumeration bill now pending 
in Congress, the upshot of which was the adop- 
tion of a strong memorial to the United States 
Senate by a unanimous vote amid much en- 
thusiasm. 

The memorial recites that it represents 250 
ministers and 89,000 members, who emphatic- 
ally protest against the bill as unjust, contrary 
to Christian spirit, and calculated to imperil 
peaceful relations between China and America. 
It concludes: “Our missionary society has 


seventy-five American missionaries at work in 
the Chinese Empire, and property in churches, 
residences, schools, hospitals, and printing 
presses to the value of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Our advices from China indicate 
increasing restlessness on the part of the peo- 
ple in various regions on aceeunt of the repeat- 
ed acts of unfriendly eens by our Gov- 
ernment against the Chinese. Retaliation is 
earnestly _ and is considered likely to 
be entered upon. 

* While this true in regard to China itis also 
true in regard to the Chinese in this country 
that they are among the most peaceful and law- 
abiding immigrants in our midst. In the differ- 
ent cities where they are found they are quite 
largely represented in our Sunday schools, and 
a cousiderable number of them have united 
with our churches. Within the bounds of this 
conference is a flourishing Sunday schoo), the 
members of which are as reverent in their de- 
meanor, as neat in their apparel), and as indus- 
trious in their studies as the members of any 
American Sunday school within our bounds, 
Some of them have united with our churches, 
and are faithful and exemplary members, Very 
few of the Chinese residents of this country are 
ever found in our jails, and none in our poor- 
houses.”

ACCOUNTS BADLY MIXED 


THE ASSIGNEHK BEGINS ON THE 
SISTARE BOOKS. 

STORIES THAT THE FIRM BORROWED 

MONEY ON TRUST SECURITIES TO 

HELP THE PHILADELPHIA PARTNER, 


Assignee Davison took charge of the office 
and books of George E. Sistare’s Sons yesterday 
and began the work of examining them. He 
also sent over to Philadelphia and got an at- 
tachment upon the books of the Philadelphia 
office as a precaution against ang liens or other 
opposition to their removal by creditors in that 
pity. Mr. Sistare and Mr. Clemens spent most 
of the day with the assignee trying to disen- 
tangle and set straight the accounts of the New- 
York books. Several notices were received 
from creditors in this city threatening to seil 
the collateral securities which they held against 
the New-York house for loa ns advanced, but up 
to last night no sale of this kind was attempted. 
The report at the assignee’s office was that it 
would be impossible for some days to state 
anything more definitely in regard to the ac 
counts than has already been reported. 

The members of the firm have put themselves 
in communication with their largest oreditors, 
and it was announced on their vehalf that there 
‘Was.a reasonable prospect that some sort of 
compromise settlement might be made to help 
out the present difiiculties. Based upon that 
prospect there were hopes that perhaps after 
all the firm might be able to resume business. 
No one on Wall-street believed that this could 
be brought about, and there seems to be nothing 
upon which to base any such expectation be- 





yond the earnest desire and effort of Mr. Sistare 
and artner to retrieve their lost fortunes, 
According to the stories that were given out 


in connection with this, it appears that the rail- % 
road companies for which the house acted as 
financial agent are, in fact, the larzest credit- 
ors. It was not accurately explained just huw 
this h come about, but, from the explana- 
tions given, the inference commonly drawn 
down town was that the New-York house, per- 
haps in response to demands and representa- 
tions from Philadelphia requiring money as 
well as securities, had hypothecated some of 
the bonds of the railroad companies, and with 
the money or with proceeds from the sales of 
other bonds, had bought securities which 
were sent to Philadelphia or which were 
= up in banks in this city as collateral 

‘for further loans. Whatever the fact may be, 
1t was saia by authority yesterday that, ifa way 
could be devised to relieve the firm of the lia- 
bilities to these railroad companies, the situa- 
tion would present an entirely diflerent aspect, 
and there would bea very fair chance that the 
firm conid be put on its feet again. 

It seems that some of the banks in this city 
are holders of a good deal of collateral, depos- 
jted with them for loans by the firm, and that 
they are now desirous of getting their money 
out. in every case the banks appear to have 
loaned money in good faith, and are innocent 
holdera of securities thus deposited, wether 
they may have belonged by right to the firm or 
aowu 

The order of arrest issued againet Partner 
Hilger of Philadelphia was in the possession of 
the assignee yesterday. It bears date of March 
6. This was before Mr. Hilger became seriously 
ill; indeed, after that date, he seems to have 
visited this city. It was not said whether the 
order was served upon him, Dut probably it 
was not, for he was never arrested. In view of 
the date that it bears, however, it was regarded 
down town as a fair presumption that the dis- 
covery of his embezzlemente, the charge of em- 
bezziement being specified in the order, very 
likely hastened his sickness, and perhaps the 
shame which overpowered him at the dis- 
covery may have contributed to his death. 

The condition of the Philadelphia books is so 
confusing that there isno way of telling just 
now what entries are correct and what are 
bogus. So far as the examination has goue the 
majority of entries seem to have been manu- 
factured. If the stories of the living are to be 
believed, Hilger was in the habit of carrying 
accounts on his books in the names of his 
friends and acquaintances quite regardless of 
their will in the matter. Nearly every one in 
Philadeipbia in whose name an account stands 
on Biiger’s books has repudiated the aecount 
pnd has declared that Hilger was never author- 
ized todo anything in the line indicated. It is im- 
possible yet to tell whether all of these state- 
inents are true, butin the absence of proof to 
the contrary they will probably have to be ac- 
eepted. On the other hand, Hilger appears to 
have been as erratic in his omissions as in his 
faise entries, for demand has been made upon 
the firm by persons whose ames do not appear 
at all in his books, but who claim to have ocar- 
en Cope with him whicb yielded them a 

rofit. 

PiTne New-York house is likely to plead that 
there was every reason to suppose that Hilger 
was doing a most flourishing business in Phil- 
adelphia. His drafts were honored without 
question upon the evident supposition that the 
business which he reported would be profitable. 
For his accommodation, the New-York house 
seems to have exerted itself in many ways to 
raise money. While it is not distinctly ad- 
mitted that bonds deposited with the house in 
trust were used to secure loans of money, or 
to parcbase securities for Hilger’s account, 
that is the conclusion which friends of the 
firm were compelled to draw yesterday. That 
explains also the unfortunate position in which 
the firm stands with reference to the railroad 
bonds which were put in their hands for dis- 
posal 

Negotiations are asserted to bein progress to 
reimburse the banks holding securities for. the 
house, and if they shall be successful all the 
securities which may have been hypothecated 
will naturally be the first to be redeemed and 
passed over to their rightful owners. ‘The 
members of the firm let it be understood that 
they were hoping that some such arrangement 
might be made within a few days, in which case 
there will be favorable news to give out. The 
feeling of those who are engaged in banking 
business in Wall-street is not so sympathetic 
as it was before the stories of hypothecation 
got out, but there seems to be little douvt that 
if the tirm could manage to restore itself sufli- 
ciently to re-enter business all allowance 
‘would be made in Wall-street for the mistaken 

eal by which the New-York house wae led 

nto pledging property thatit did not own, in 

order to belp out the operations of the Pnhila- 
delphia branch, which up to abouta month 
axo were supposed to be perfectly honest. 





A SLY CONTRACTOR. 





MR. GILROY HAS TO REJECT THE BIDS 
FOR SEWER WORK. 


Bids were opened yesterday by Commissioner 
Gilroy for altering and improving a sewer in 
Eighth-avenue between One Hundred and 
Twenty-fcurth and One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh streets. The lowest bidder was W. E. 
Dean, a contractor whose place of business is 
on One Hundred and Twenty-fifth-street. He 
offered to do the work at $23,258. The depart- 
ment engineers had estimated it at $34,767 50. 
When Commissioner Gilroy came to examine 


the bids he found that, while Dean’s bid was 
much lower than the other five on most of the 
items, he had bid $500 per 1,000 feet for 2,500 
feet of timber, while the other bids ranged from 
$35 to $60 per 1,000 feet. 

Mr. Gilroy was surprised at this and found an 
explanation in a clause in the speeifications, 
which set forth that it was ‘estimated that 
about 130,000 feet of sheet piling may be re- 
quired, of which so much as may be ordered to 
be left in the trench will be paid for at one-half 
the price bid for timbers.” 

If all the timber mentioned, 130,000 feet, was 
ordered left in the trenches and paid for at half 
the amount bid per thousand feet by Contractor 
Dean, the revate te the contractor would be 
about $32,000. Mr. rytg 4 declared the bid un- 
Dalanced and rejected all the bids. New adver- 
tisements for the work will be published. 








THE WIDOW IS ENTITLED TO SUPPORT. 

When Daniel Sherwood died in Brooklyn on 
May 24, 1888, at the age of seventy-five years, 
he left his entire estate, valued at $16,400, to 
his son William and his daughter Mary, ‘*sub- 
ject to the support and maintenance of my dear 
wife.” The children did not support the widow, 


who was their stepmother, and that lady has 
en cared for ever since by a friend, Mrs. 
agner, of 263 Grand-avenue. She brought 
suit for support and the chiidren offered to 
compromise by the payment of $1,000 in cash 
and a week until Mrs. Sherwood’s death. 
This was refused, and yesterday the case came 
up before Justice Barnard, in the Supreme 
Court.

Gov. Cornell has not been seen abeut town 
for several weeks. Curiosity.was not urgent in 
the matter, because his doings for some time 
have not been of generalinterest. The publica- 
tion of these judgments was the first reminder 
te some of his acquaintances down. town that 
he had not lately been about.

JOHN D. CHEEVER’S MEN PUNISHED 
FOR ALLEGED CRUELTY. 


President John P. Haines ‘of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals caused 
the arrest and prosecution of Michael Sheehan, 
Martin Ryan, and James Smith for docking the 
taila of twenty ponies at Woedsburg, L. I., on 
the 18th of last month. The horses, it is claimed, 
belonged to John D. Cheever of the Rockaway 
Hunt Club, and were to be used in the game of 
polo. Superintendent Hankinson and Detective 
Oldenburg of the society made the arrests and 
arraigned the prisoners before Justice Hewlitt, 
at the Woodsburg Court House, yesterday 
morning for trial. President Haines, Counselor 
Elliott, and Justice Jim Seaman of Hempstead 
appeared as prosecutors. The witnesses for the 


people were quite numerous, and were em- 
phatie in declaring the docking to be a barbar- 
ous cruelty. 

Oapt. Blake, Mr. Cheever’s manager, stated 
to the magistrate that he appeared for his em- 
Dioyer, the owner of the ponies, and was pre- 
pared to plead guilty for ali the parties im- 
plicated in the affair, Mr. Cheever included, ror 
causing and permitting the docking to be done.

one who aetually performed the operation. In 
the case of Ryan and Smith a fine of $40 was 
imposed on each of them.

A NEW WARDEN. 





THOMAS DUNLAP PUT IN CHARGE OF 
LUDLOW-STREET JAIL. 


Thomas Dunlap was appointed Warden of 
Ludlow-Street Jail yesterday by Sheriff Sickles, 
to succeed Dennis F. Cray. Cray was ap- 
pointed by Sheriff Flack to succeed James P. 
Keating after the latter’s indictment and resig- 
nation. He never furnished the twenty-thou- 
sand-doliar bond required, and this was one of 
the reasons that led to the change. Several 
sureties had presented themselves to go on 
Cray’s bond, but they were not satisfactory. 

Mr. Dunlap is an old friend of the new 
Sheriff. He has held many offices, and his ac- 


ceptance of the jail Wardenship is a matter of 
some surprise. After having been Marshal and 
constable of bis ward, Mr. Dunlap was appoint- 
ed Mayor’s Marahal during Mayor Havemey- 
er's first term. He served in this eapacity for 
several years. He was a Deputy Sheriff under 
Sheriff Westervelt in 1843, and continued in 
that office until 1850. When John Kelly was 
elected Sheriff the first time, Mr, Dunlap again 
became a deputy and served under Sheriff 
Lynch and under Mr. Kelly again. He sesigned 
to become Collector of City Revenue, a place 
which he held for ten yeurs, and resigned to 
become Commissioner of Jurors, to which 
place he was. appointed by Mayor Wickham. 
He was for over 41x years in this office. 

Mr. Dunlap was one of Gov. Seymour’s close 
friends and was Commissioner of Emigration 
during his first term. Afterward the Governor 
appointed him Commissioner to superintend 
the distributien of ballots to the soldiers of the 
Army of the Potomae in the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1864. He was Naval Olticer of the Port 
under Presidents Pierce and Buchanan. He 
lost much money in realestate several years 
ago. Thoe-+reguiar salary of his new place is 
$3,000 a year. 

When a young man he kept the old Pewter 
Mug in Frankfort-street, a hostelry where poli- 
ticluns gathered in those days. Mr. Dunlap, 
who gained the title of Colonel on Gov. Sey- 
mour’s staff, was at one time leader of the Tam- 
wauyites in the Nineteenth District. He hus 
been identitied with the organization for years.

JACKSON AGAIN A WITNESS 


ITALIANS HB THINKS THE 
WORST IMMIGRANTS. 
HOW BAGGAGE IS HANDLED AT CASTLE 
GARDEN—MR. STARR PRAISES SEV- 
ERAL THINGS, 


The sub-committee of the joint Congressional 
Committee on Immigration held another meet- 
ing yesterday at the Barge Office. Mr. Owen of 
Indiana, the Chairman, and Mr. Stump of Mary- 
land again conducted the examination of wit- 
nesses. Mr, Lehlbach of New-Jersey was 
Present at the morning session. The other 
members of the sub-committee have not yet put 
in an appearance. 

The ex«mination of Henry J. Jackson, Secre- 
tary of the Commissioners of Emigration, was 
continued. He testified that the privileges of 
Castle Garden amounted to $12,000 a year. 
These privileges were let by the board and 
were revocable at its pleasure. The witness 
had no idea of what were the profits accruing 
from these privileges. Mr, Jackson said that 
there was a fixed schedule of prices for trans- 
ferring immigrants’ baggage. Twenty-five cents 
was charged for delivering a package below 
Fifty-ninth-street, 40 cents above Fifty-ninth- 
street and below One Hundredth-street, and 50 
cents for Brooklyn. The baggage contractor, 
“Barney” Biglin, probably handied 40 per cent, 
of all the baggage received, and the aggregate 
sum per annum accruing from this business 


was about $24,000. Immigrants of late years 
did not bring a8 much baggage with them as 
those of former years. 

Of all the immigrants Mr. Jackson regarded 
the Italians as the most undesirable. Ho 
thought that an increase of the per capita tax 
would not result in better immigrants, as the 
undesirable immigrant could raise the tax as 
easily as the desirable one. He regarded pass- 

orts as Of no vaiue at all, and said that all the 

talian immigrants brought passports with 
them. Only the other day he found an idiot 
with a passport. He thought that the steam- 
ship companies should be made responsible for 
the character of the immigrants. 

The relations of the railroads to Castle Gar- 
den were then considered, and Mr. Jackson ad- 
mitted that the railroads paid for an office in 
Castle Garien and that all the business was 
done under the direction ot one Superintendent, 
CO. F. Doans, on a basis arranged by the Trunk 
Line Committee. The expense of handling 1m- 
migrants’ baggage amounted last month to 
p acre and was divided by the railroads as

In sending immigrants from Castle Garden, 
Mr. Jackson declared that families were never 
separated, although he had heard that friends 
had been separated. He thought that the 
padrone ny aha Petia npte among the Italians, 
but could furnish no proofs. 

The city of New-York owned Castie Garden 
and leased it to the Commissioners of Emigra- 
gration for $8,000 per annum. ‘There were 
forty-eight employes in the Garden, and the 
salaries last month amounted to $3,611 18. 
There were fifty-three employes at Ward’s Isl- 
and, and the monthly pay roll there was 
$2,071 14. The entire cost of running the 
bureau last year was about $200,000. At Ward’s 
Island there were 50 people in the insane 
asylum, 300 in the fever department, and 250 
in the-Verplanck Hospital. There were ac- 
commodations for nearly 2,000 in ail. 

The committee then adjourned until 3 o’elock 
when Mr. George Starr was put on the stand. 
He said that he had been connected with Castle 
Garden for seventeen years. He was a Com- 
missioner of Emigration and Vice President of 
the board. He gave his personal attention to 
the immigrants, and sometimes spent from 8 
A. M. to 7 P. M. with them. He did not know 
much about the working of the railroads, but 
he took the greatest interest in the money 
changer, and pronounced a glowing eulogy on 
the upright character of that individual. He 
Was 80 well pleased with the food in Castle 
Garden that he frequently ate there, and eu- 
joyed his meals immensely. He had never heard 
~ complaints about the food. 

6 thought that the inspection given to im- 
migrants was inadequate and did not realize 
the purpose ofthe law, but at the same time 
he could not see how the system could be im- 

roved in the present confines of Castle Garden. 

n Mr. Starr’s opinion, the Hungarians, Poles, 
and Italians were the worst immigrants, and 
the Scandinavians, Germans, and Irish the 
best. He believed that thousauds of immi- 
grants came to Castle Garden under labor con- 
tracts, but he and his co-Commissioners could 
not detect the offenders. 

Mr. Starr became excited when Mr. Stump 
asked him if the Castle Garden money changer 
was @ depositor in the Home Bank, with which 
Commissioners Starr, Stephenson, and Hurl- 
burt are connected. Mr, Starr answered neg- 
atively, and when the session closed both he 
and Mr. Stephenson sought Mr. Stump and 
earnestly demanded to know why such @ ques- 
tion had been asked. Mr. Stump frankly con- 
fessed that he had been told that this was the 
case. 

The meeting was adjourned until 11 A. M. 
to-day, when Samuel Gompers, President of the 
Federation of Lavor, will testify. 


RUMORS OF INVESTIGATION. 








A GRAND JURY MAY LOOK INTO 4A 
BROOKLYN POLITICAL SCANDAL. 


Brooklyn politicians were very mueh excited 
yesterday over a atory to the effect that the 
Grand Jury, which meets on Monday, would 
begin an investigation of the Woodraff-Daggett 
scanda) in connection with the recent election 
of a Chairman of the Kings County Republican 
General Committee. It was stated that a formal 
complaint had been filed with the Distriet At- 


torney, but that official refused to confirm or 
deny such areport. Evenif£ be should receive 
such adocument, he said, 1t would be the prop- 
etuy of the Grand Jury, and he would have no 
right to make it public. 

A lawyer who is closely connected with 
Franklin Woodruff said yesterday that he failed 
to se6 upon what the Grand Jury could base an 
indictment. He did not think a charge of con- 
version against Woodruff tor taking the check 
and notes away trom Greenleaf Smith would 
hold. He also pronounced it no bribery for 
Daggett to have given those notes and the 
cheek to Smith, for the latter was not an 
otticial, and not even a délegate to the General 
Committee. It was no more bribery to pay him 
for his influence on the members of the Six- 
teenth Ward delegation than it would have 
been to have paid nim for any other labor. 

This gentleman thought, however, that S8en- 
ator Birkett could be indicted for drawing his 
check ou the funds of the General Committeo 
and giving the money to Greenleaf Smith. He 
haa no pewer under his office as Treasurer to 
use the money except for the legal disburse- 
ments of the committee, and the bribing of 
Smith was certainly notalegal disbursement. 
These questions are the ones that will probably 
come up before the Grand Jury. 








STREET RAILROAD TRACKS TO BE LAID. 

Commissioner Gilroy issued a permit yester- 
day to the Metropolitan Crosstown Ratlway 
Company to lay tracks over ita route. This 
was not done until the company had agreed to 
lay the kind of rail approved by the Depart- 
ment of Publie Works. It is the Johnson Com- 
pany’s side-bearing rail. The work of building 
the road will be pushed along at once. The 
New-York and Harlem Railroad Company .or 
the Fourth-avenue line has also agreed to use 
this rail on Madison-avonue, above Forty- 
fourth-street. Mr. Gilroy wanted the company 
to use a curve rail, but they compromised on 
the eide-bearing rail after a long controversy. 
Commissioner Gilroy agreed to this because he 
wanted the new pavement secured from the 
damage done to it by the centre-bearing rails 
now iu use. 


OPERA-GLASS THIEVES. 

Not a few thoatregoers who patronize the 
“‘drop-a-dime” opera-glass system forget once 
in a while to return the glasses to their cases at 
the close of a performance. On an average, the 
weekly receipts of the Manhattan Glass Supply 
Company amount to $300. ‘The glasses cost $3 
or $4 apiece, and when, last week, a dozen of 
them were missed, the Manhattan’sa managers 
determined to stop this petty thieving, which is 
confined, in the wain, to the Bowory theatres. 
As its glasses are stamped, no pawnbroker will 
receive them. ‘The supply company Das hired 
as aspecial agent one of the attachés of each 
ot the local theatres to watch its cases. ‘The 
concern also praeoees to prosecute relentlessly 
persons caught stealing its property.

Civil Justice Mitehell will also be allowed to 
make his statement to the Grand Jury concern- 
ing certain articles in the évening Post of a far 
from complimentary nature.

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IN THE PARK BOARD. 


PRESIDENT HUTCHINS OPPOSES THE RE- 
MOVAL OF THE MENAGERIE. 


The Park Board had another lively session 
yesterday. The proposed removal of the 
menagerie from its present site was the cause 
of the trouble. President Hutchins was notin 
favor of removing it to the upper west side of 
the Park. He regarded it merely as the trans- 
fer of a nuisance from one part of the Park to 
another. He wanted the menagerie sent up to 
Van Cortlandt Park. He offered a reselution 
that it was theopinion of the board that the 
menagerie should be removed from the Park to 
some other locality, because the area of Central 
Park is not more than is absolutely necessary 
for purely park purposes. 

Commissioner Robb said that this resolution 
was buncombe. Oommissioner Borden sald it 
was nouns ensicalin view of the fact that the 
board haa already voted to remove the 
menagerie to the upper west side of 
the Park. President Hutchins said that he 


was surprised at what his colleagues said. He 
insisted upon his resolution being put te a vote. 
AnD amendment offered by Mr. Robb and one by 
Mr, Gallup which provided that the removal 
would be made when sueh a site is secured, and 
that it should be equally as convenient as the 
present site, were passed, despite President 
Hutchina’s negative vote. 

The resolution so amended went through. 
Then President Hutchins took another tack. 
He offered a resolution providing that, ‘‘in 
view of the prospeet of the removal of the 
menagerie from the Ventral Park to some other 
locality, itis not in the judgment of this board 
good policy to remove the menagerie from its 
present location to any other part of the Park.” 
Commissioner Kobb had this laid on the table. 

The plans for the new menagerie were then 
adopted. The main building will be 600 feet 
long, and there will be several smaller ones. 
Three hundred thousand dollars will be spent 
in fitting itup and constructing it. A bill will 
be introduced in the Legislature authorizing 
the board to expend $250,000 in improving the 
upper west side of the Park, in the neighbor- 
hood of the menagerie site. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
will be asked foc $4,000 for twenty Summer 
afternoon concerts in Mount Morris Park. A 
committee, consisting of James ©. Bayles, 
Charles McDonald, and Dr. R. W. Raymond, 
representing the Civil, Mechanical, and Mining 
Engineers’ »ocieties, asked the board for a site 
in one of the parks fora bronze bust of Alex- 
ander L. Holley, the discoverer of the besse- 
mer steel procese. The committee was told to 
get the approval of the Presidents of the So- 
clety of Architects, the Metropolitan Museum 
ot Art, and the Aeademy of Design. Edward 
8 Stokes was given permission to expend 
$3,000 in the erection of horse sheds at the 
Claremont, in Riverside Park. 











WALL-STKHET TALK, 


Jay Gould died yesterday—for about the five 
hundredth time. This is a habit Mr. Gould has 


every time he gets away fromtown. The only 
other equally fixed habit of the “little man” is 
his knack of coming to life again. He dies now 
about twice as often as be used to; formerly 
William H. Vanderbilt used to divide this Wall- 
street honor with him. Mr. Vanderbilt being 
gone, Mr. Goujd has the industry to himself, 
and bow well he looks after itis shown by the 
fact that on the present trip through the South- 
west and into Mexico he has died about haifa 
dozen times,

After dying early in the day, Mr. Gould was 
teleugraphing from Texas in a shamé-faced way 


yesterday afternoon that he expeeted to bein 
New-York ready for business next week. Oc- 
casional death beds seem even to have invigor- 
ated him somewhat, for he pergista in declaring 
that his health has been improved by his trip. 
Very ardent efforts were made to knock down 
stock market quotations by the speculators who 
yesterday distributed the early and exclusive 
information of Mr. Gould’s latest demiso. 
Every Gould stock was assailed savagely, and 
some of them yielded a little. But the stock- 
jobbing scheme was 80 clearly apparent that 
tew profits could be reaped. 


Much ado is being made over & report that all 
the Gould influences are to be directed to help 


along a bear campaign in stocks. When Jay 
Gould left New-York he was an outspoken bull; 
the sawe people who have since learned that he 
is a bear are those who yesterday were 80 
deeply depressed over the discovery that he 
was dead. Such people are occasionally likely 
to be entertaining; they are so much above 
bothering over the fate of the late Ananias.

In relating yestegday a story of peculation in 
a dry goods house Inspector Byrnes made the 
assertion that of the two hundred-odd pawn 
shops and loan offices in this city twenty-five of 
the proprietors will accept property knowing it 
to bestolen, Thecase was that of Abege, Daeni- 
ker & Co., dealers in siik and velvet at 92 to 96, 
Grand-street. Recently a discovery of shrink- 
agein stock led te an investigation. Detectives 
Titus and McCarthy were called in and they 
classed the affair as an “inside job,” beeause a 
piece of silk was found stowed away in a closet. 

On Tuesday they arrested William Perrot, a 
porter, of 45 Macdougal-street, when he was 
leaving the store and found a piece of silk con- 
cealed under his coat. He confessed that he 
had stolen and disposed of twenty pieces of 
silk, and that one reeeiver of the goods said to 
him in substance: ‘I know that you stole this;

NEW OUSTOMS BUILDINGS. 





A BAD BILL AT ALBANY—THE MEASURE 
NOW PROPOSED IN CONGRESS. 

The bill introduced in the Assembly by Mr. 
R. J. Lewis on Jan. 29 to amend Chapter 129 
of the laws of 1889, entitled “An act giving 
the consent of the State of New York to the 
purchase, by the United States, of land in the 
‘city of New York, for the purpose of an Ap- 
praiser’s warehouse and other purposes,” 
opens a very wide door for the operations of 
the people who have, or may have, charge of 
locating the proposed new Custom House and 
Appraiser’s stores. After the act which Mr. 
Lewis seeks to amend was passed, it was 
found to be inadequate for the purposes for 


which it was intended. Itonly gave the right 
of purchase to the United States. To give the 
Federal Government greater power in this 
matter, Mr. Lewis offered his bill with the fol- 
lowing amendments : 

SECTION 1. The title of chapter one hundred and 
twenty-nine of the laws of eighteen hundred and 
eighty-nine, entitled “ An act giving the consent of 
the State of New- York to the purchase, by the United 
States, of land in ve city of New-York, fer the pur- 
pose of an Appraisére’s warehouse apd other pur- 

oses,” is hereby amended 40 as to read as follows: 

DB act giving the consent of the State of New-York 
to the purchase, or acquisition by condemnation 
under judicial process, by the United Btates, of 
lands in ~ city of New-York, for an Appraiser’s 
stor¢houee, for a Custom House, and sor other 

ublic purposes, and ceding to the United States 
urisdiction over the samé 

SEG. 2. Section one of said act is herepy ‘amended 
80 as to read as follows: 

SECTION 1. The consent of the State of New-York 
is hereby given to the purchase, or acquisition by 
condemnation under Lngcoeg process, by the Unitea 
States, of any lands in the city of New-York for an 
Appraiser’s storehouse, for a Custom House, and for 
other public purposes; provided, however, that the 
parcel or parcels of land go purchased or acquired 
shall not, in the aggregate, exceed in area two hun- 
dred thousand square feet. : 

BEKO. 3. Section two of said act is hereby amended 
80 a8 to read as follows: 

BECO. 2. The state of New-York hereby cedes to the 
United States exclusive jurisdiction in and over said 
lands during the time the United States shall be or 
remain the owner thereof Sor all purposes, except the 
administration of the cruminal laws of sata State, 
and the service of civil process therein, 

Mr. Lewis’s bill has already passed both the 
Assembly and the Senate, and is thus well on 
its way to become alaw. William J. er has 
written'to Gov. Hill that the bill is all right, 
and Gov. Hill declares that heis‘unable to see 
any objection to it. It seems incredible that the 
Governor should be so blind. Under the amend- 
ments contained in the Lewis bill the United 
States is given the consent of the State of New- 
York to acquire by purchase or condemnation 
under judicial process any lands im tne city of 
New-York for an Appraiser’s storehouse, a Cus- 
tom House, and for other public ‘ag oses. The 
only cenditions re ing the right of this 
acquisition .are that the landa thus acquired 
shall not in the aggregate exceed 200,000 
square feet, and that tne State reserves the 
right of administering the criminal laws of 
the State over such lands and the right of 
civil service therein. 

The fatal point in this bill is that it places all 
the lands in the city of New-York at the mere 
of the Federal Government. Under this bill, if 
it becomes a law, any part of any public park 
within the city limits may be acquired by con- 
demnation for the site or sites of the new Cus- 
tom House and Abeer s stores and for other 
public purposes. othing is exempt, and itis 
already charged here by people interested in 
the location of the new Custom House and Ap- 
praiser’s stores that the failure to exempt the 
public parks from condemnation Was premedai- 
tated, and that there is already a_well-devel- 
oped pian to condemn Battery Park, or as 
much of it as is needed, for the new Custom 
House. 

Whether this plan exists or not, the fact re- 
mains that, underthe Lewis bill, if it becomes 
a law, the Battery Park may be acquired by the 
Federal Goverument for the purpose indicated 
or for any other public Taxpaen So, too, with 
all the parks of thecity. The bill simply places 
the public parks at the meroy of the Federal 
Government, and that in itself is sufticient rea- 
son for its not becoming a law. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The House Committee 
on Public Buildings and Grounds to-day finally 


agreed upon a bill which, itis believed, will 
solve the Appraiser’s warehouse and Custom 
House problem in New-York City. The bill 
agreed upon repeals the requirement that the 
Appraiser’s warehouse acd Custom House 
shall be located in the vicinity of each other. 
The effect of this will be to permis the erection 
of one building uptown and the other down 
town, thus to a great extent mesting the wishes 
of both sides. The limit of appropriation for 
sites for the two buildings is then increased to 
$3,000,000. 

The bill further authorizes the erection ofa 
new Custom House and provides that its total 
cost shall not exceed $5,000,000. The present 
Oustom House property in New-York City shall 
be sold at public auction, but not for less than 
$4,000,000, the proceeds of sale to be turned 
into the Treasury. Possession shall not be 
given, however, until the completion and oceu- 
pancy by the Government of the new Custom 
House, The Secretary of the Treasury is au- 
thorized, if he deem proper, to appoint a builld- 
ing commission of five eitizens of New-York, to 
be eharged with plenary powers in everything 
relating to the construction of the two new 
builaings., 





SUING A GAMBLING FIRM. 

Mrs. Alice M. Freeman is suing Miles N. Far- 
ren and J. H. McCaull to recover $5,000 which 
she alleges was lost by ber husband, Walter R. 
Freeman, inthe ‘‘clubhouse”’ at 818 Broad- 
way. in March last, Mrs. Freeman says, she 
gave her husband securities belonging to her 
which he was to dispose of in Boston, and he 


instead disposed of them here and used the pro- 
ceeds at 818. A motion on her behalf for an 
examination of the defendants in order to frame 
a complaint was argued yesterday before Judge 
Daly, in the Court of Common Please. Civil 
Justice Goldfogle opren’ the motion and 
Judge Daly reserved his decision. 








SPEED OF THE AUGUSTA VIOTORIA. 

The agents of the Hamburg-American Steam-’ 
ship Company received a dispatch yesterday 
from Hamburg stating that their new twin- 
screw steamer, the Augusta Victoria, had aver- 
aged a speed of twenty knots, or twenty-three 
miles, an hour during an eight hours’ trial trip. 
The Augusta Victoria has been fitted with three- 
bladed ssrews in the piace of the four-bladed 
ones formerly used. Her increased speed, which 
has been brought about by this change, will 
make her as fast, if not faster, than the Colum- 
bia of the same line, whieh has the fastest rec- 
ord between Sandy Hook and Southampton.
